Tuis is the era of Exhibitions. An epidemic of Exhibi- 
tions traverses the world, breaking out now at Paris, now at 
Chicago, now at Antwerp. To visit them is our modern 
pilgrimage ; they force us to make the grand tour, as our 
little wars teach us geography. They are supposed to give 
a fillip to the prosperity of their town, and to nourish the 
pride and pocket of the citizens. What other function they 
fulfil is dubious. Time was when “the long, laborious 
miles " of the Crystal Palace were acclaimed as the dawn of 
the Golden Age, when swords should be turned into the 
most improved substitute for pruning-hooks, and each man 

‘* find his own in all men’s good, 
And all men work in noble brotherhood.”’ 
That millennial vision is still far away, 
‘* Far, how far, no tongue can say,”’ 

as the canny Tennyson did not forget, even in his rapt pro- 
phetic strain. And we have grown chiller. We no longer 
raise the song of praise because manufacturers of all nations 
send specimens of their work to a common centre in quest 
of medals. The world is already federated by the chains of 
commerce ; international barter is an inseparable part of the 
movement of life, and infinite intertangled threads of union 
stretch across the seas from shipping office to shipping office. 
Wherefore the millennium is as likely to arrive vid Bayreuth 
or Lourdes, or any other centre of Pilgrimage, as by way of 
an International Exhibition, No, we must take our Exhi- 
bitions more humbly: they are amusing and instructive; 
they earn dividends or Jose capital; they stimulate orders 
for the goods on view, and they end in a shower. of medals, 
In France, according to Mark Twain, few men escape the 
Legion of Honor. Is there any artificial product that has 
escaped a medal at some Exhibition or the other? I cannot 
recall eating or drinking anything ‘undecorated. They grow 
on every bush, those medals, copious as the Queen’s Arms 
over the shop windows of the High Street. No store, how- 
ever lowly, but the Queen deals there; no article, however 
poor, but has earned golden opinions, or at least silver and 
bronze, For the industrial or Gradgrind mind an Exhibi- 
tion is doubtless a riot, an orgy; for the exhibitors it is a 
sensational battle-field ; for the average spectator it is as ex- 
citing as a walk through Whiteley’s, or a stroll down Oxford 
Street. From the Antwerp Exhibition proper I bear away 
nothing but an impression of a wonderful paper-making 
machine, at one end of which the paper enters as liquid 
pulp, to issue at the other asa solid sheet. A pity the pro- 
‘cess was not carried one step farther, to the printed news- 
paper stage—so that what went in as rags should come out 
as mendacity. Such success as the Antwerp Exhibition has 
won is a success of side-shows; a panorama of camels and 
‘dancing girls defiles before my eyes, my ears are yet ringing 
with the barbarous music and incantations of the Orient. 
Old Antwerp rises picturesque, with its burghers and war- 
riors ; the glorious picture galleries stretch away, overladen 
with artistic treasure; the mimic elephant mounts, mam- 
moth-like, to the skies; the grounds and the facades of the 
buildings gleam fairy-like in the soft night air, with a million 
illuminations ; and lo! there in the German restaurant the 
beautiful daughters of the Fatherland smile, in coifs and 
tuckers and short skirts, Katti and Luisa and Nina, dulcifer- 
ous names that trip off the tongue as the gentle creatures 
trip from table to table with flasks of Rhenish wine; the 
mellifluous voice of Sarah cries cigarettes at her booth in 
the Rue du Caire—Sarah, the Egyptian Jewess, whose an- 
cestors went back to the land of Pharaoh in defiance of 





Rabbinic decree,—Sarah, with the charm of her eighteen 
summers and her graceful, virginal figure and her sweet, un- 
conscious coquetry, as different from the barmaid’s as Rosa- 
lind’s from Audrey’s; and Sarah’s brother, briskest of busi- 
ness boys, resurges, with his polyglot solicitations to buy 
nougat: a mannish swashbuckler without, a cherubic infant 
within: I see the Congo negroes, mere frauds from the 
States, in your opinion, daintiest of American friends, who 
came all the way from Paris to meet me. But soft! what 
has all this to do with the Industrial Exhibition ? 


Rien, absolument rien. Give us these things anywhere, 
give us lights and gardens and music, give us dances and 
damsels, give us Congo encampments and dad/ons dirigeables, 
and thither will we troop to make us merry. Ah! but the 
incurable conscientiousness of the human race insists on pills 
with its jam. Or is it that it has never yet dawned upon 
humanity that jam may be taken without pills? There was 
a time—it lasted seventy thousand ages, according to the 
Chinese manuscript which Elia saw—when mankind ate 
their meat raw. Then, one day, as every schoolboy knows, 
Bo-bo carelessly set his father’s cottage on fire, and burning 
the litter of new-farrowed pigs it held, accidentally invented 
crackling. So delicious was burnt pig discovered to be that 
everybody fell to setting his house on fire to obtain it. 
“‘ Thus this custom of firing houses continued, till in process 
of time a sage arose, like our Locke, who made a discovery 
that the flesh of swine, or indeed of any other animal, might 
be cooked (durnt, as they called it) without the necessity of 
consuming a whole house to dress it. By such slow 
degrees do the most useful and seemingly the most obvious 
arts make their way among mankind.” For seventy thou- 
sand ages mankind did without a/ fresco entertainments. 
Then some one invented Exhibitions, and mankind found it 
delicious to promenade the grounds amid twinkling lights 
and joyous music. But no Locke has yet discovered that 
musical promenades may be had without elevating a whole 
Exhibition in the background. At Earl’s Court they still 
keep up a pretense of Industrial Exhibition, though we have 
long since lost interest in the pretext, and no longer inquire 
whether the painted scenery that walls in the grounds is 
called the Alps or the Apennines or the Champs Elysées. 
And yet methinks mankind did discover the open-air enter- 
tainment, as perchance roast pig was known and forgotten 
again, long centuries before Bo-bo. For what was Ranelagh, 
what Vauxhall? Were not the gardens of Vauxhall “ made 
illustrious by a thousand lights finely disposed,” or, as 
Thackeray puts it, by a “hundred thousand ¢x#ra lamps, 
which were always lighted"? were not “concerts of musick ” 
given nightly by fiddlers in cocked hats, ensconced in a 
* gilded cockleshell,” and was not the price of admission a 
shilling ? ‘Vauxhall must ever be an estate to its pro- 
prietor,’’ wrote Boswell, “‘as it is peculiarly adapted to the 
taste of the English nation ; there being a mixture of curious 
show—gay exhibition—music, vocal and instrumental, not 
too refined for the general ear; and, though last not least, 
good eating and drinking for those who choose to purchase 
that regale.” But Boswell prophesied ill. Public gardens 
were always distasteful to English Puritanism, because they 
lent themselves to rendezvous; and though Boswell, in pro- 
testing against the rise of price to two shillings, certifies to 
the elegance and innocence of the entertainment, and though 
Mr. Osborne and Miss Amelia walked unharmed in its groves 
and glades, and it was not Rebecca Sharp’s fault that Jos. 
Sedley got drunk on the bowl of rack punch, still Vauxhall, 
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like Ranelagh and Cremorne, has come down to us with 
tainted reputation. It died in the odor of brimstone, and 
only in the magical ink-pool of literature can we still behold 
the beruffied gallants in the boxes junketing with low-bodiced 
ladies of quality whose patches show piquantly on their 
damask cheeks. Rosherville remains in ignoble respect- 
ability, the place to spend an 4-less day, our one uninstructive 
institution, for even “‘ Constantinople” and “ Venice” have 
a spacious background af geographical and even of industrial 
information: Rosherville, which only once flowered into 
poetry, and then under another name—when Mr. Anstey’s 
barber wedded the Tinted Venus with a ring. 

And in the magicink-pool I see you and me still sitting, O 
Transatlantic Parisienne, as we sat that sunny afternoon 
three hundred years ago—in ancient Antwerp, in oud Ant- 
werpen, niched in the window-seat of that quaint hostelry 


which gives on the great market-place, and watching the’ 


festive procession. Do you remember the gorgeous cos- 
tumes of our fellow-burghers, and the trappings of their 
prancing chargers in those days when life was not plain, but 
colored, and existence was one vast fancy-dress ball? How 
glad we were to welcome the Archduke Matthias of Austria, 
our sovereign elect, or was it Francois Sonnius, our first 
Bishop, coming to be installed in our glorious Cathedral, 
amid the joyous carillons of its bells! Can you not still see 
the Angels hovering over the Virgin, and the Golden Calf 
flower-wreathed, and the Flight into Egypt, on that naive 
donkey, and “the Flying Dutchman,” tugged by a horse, 
and the gilded galley rowed in make-believe by little chil- 
dren in their Sunday clothes, catching crabs in air, and the 
incongruous camels bestridden by Arab sheikhs with African 
pages, and the Persians on ponies, and the Crusaders in their 
fine foolish coats-of-mail, and the gay courtiers, with clank- 
ing swords, and the halberdiers, and the parti-colored arque- 
busiers, and the arches in green and red, and the spearsmen 
in sugarloaf hats, and the cherubs riding on dolphins? Can 
you not hear the beating of the drum, and the Ave Maria of 
the white-robed chorus-boys, and the irrelevant strains of the 
Danish national anthem, and the japes of the jester with his 
cap and bells? What happy times for butchers and bakers 
and candlestick-makers, when, instead of working, they could 
go in processions, bearing aloft the insignia of their guilds, 
and when middle-class girls, ignorant of the New Woman- 
hood, could loll on triumphal cars with roses in their hair! 
Do you remember how the topmost divinity smiled to me 
from her perilous perch, too high to rouse your jealousy, and 
how the little cherub that sat up aloft besprinkled us mis- 
chievously with eau-de-cologne? Ah, shall we ever again 
be as happy as we were three hundred years ago; will the 
wine be ever as red, the potato-salad as appetising, or the 
cheese (did they really enjoy Gorgonzola and Camembert in 
the sixteenth century ?) as delicious as in that ancient Flem- 
ish hostelry with its Lutheran motto:— 
‘* Wie nikt mint Wijn, Wijf en Sangh, 
Blijft een Geck sijn Leven langh ?” 

Was it from its inscribed beams that Shelley borrowed his 
famous lyric, “‘ Love’s Philosophy”? for did we not read :— 
‘*Den Hemel drinckt, en d'Aerde drinckt : 

Waerom souden wij niét drinckt ?” 
(“ Heaven drinks, and earth drinks; why shouldn’t we 
— ?” At any rate it pleased us to recall the delectable 
ines :— 
‘* And the sunlight clasps:the earth, 
And the moonbeams kiss the sea; 
What are all these kissings worth 
is If thou kiss not me?” 
But what does it matter what one did three hundred years 
ago ? 
* * * 
_Or what does it matter what one did that dim Arabian 
night when we set out with the cavalcade of camels in the 
marriage procession, and the bride cowered veiled in her 
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corner of the coach, and the plump mother smiled archly at 
us, and the brother and the bridegroom, mounted on Arab 
steeds, smacked each other's faces in ceremonial solemnity, 
exactly like “the two Macs” in the music-hall! Was it 
then, or in the nineteenth century, that we rode the camel 
together, I on the hindmost peak? ‘‘ Oh, the oont, oh, the 
oont, oh, the gawd-forsaken oont!” as the poet of the bar- 
rack-room sings. He seems to double up like a garden- 
chair to receive one; then his knees unfold and the rider 
shoots up; then the camel rises to his full height, and one 
ducks instinctively for fear of striking the stars. Sa/aam 
Aleikhoom, \ cried to the drivers, airing my Arabic, which I 
make by mispronouncing Hebrew ; and they answered effus- 
ively, “Yankee Doodle! Chicago!” Alas for the glamor 
of the Orient! They had all come from the greater fair, 
perhaps spent their lives in travelling from fair to fair, mer- 
cenaries of some latter day Barnum. There was a fine, stal- 
wart Egyptian, who stood beating a gong to summon the 
faithful to improper dances. I gave him a cup of coffee, and 
he held it on high, and, with gratitude effusing from every 
pore of his dusky face, cried, “Columbus!” Then he 
mounted a flight of stairs and shouted beamingly, “ 1492! ” 
He took a sip, and then his wife called him chidingly, and 
he fled to her. But he returned to drain the cup in my 
presence, crying between each sip “Columbus” or “1492.” 
Never before have 1 bought so much gratitude for ten cen- 
times. Henceforward I found “Columbus” a watchword, 
and “1492” a magic talisman, causing dusky eyes to kindle 
and turbaned heads to nod beamingly. 

* ~ * 

It is not only dramatic critics who are ignorant of what 
to require in a play; the critics of literature are as seriously 
at fault in regard to novels. I donot know why I should 
trouble myself to take on the thankless office of a teacher, 
and expose myself to accusations of envy and arrogance to 
boot. But everybody criticises nowadays, and nobody lays 
down principles. We need a Sainte-Beuve, or a Dr. Johnson, 
as badly as we need a Pope or a Churchill. 

To judge by the reviews and the advertisement columns, 
a great new novel is published every week. It is depressing 
to be told by the same reviewers who discover these great 
new novels that Mr. Stevenson’s new romance, “The Ebb- 
Tide,” is badly constructed,a mere random series of adventures, 
sliced out of a chain of heterogeneous episodes that might 
have gone on forever. In reality, the story isso symmetri- 
cal that it is perhaps the best constructed of all Mr. Steven- 
son's books, and it might therefore seem surprising that 
critics could be found blind to so striking a unity as the 
book manifests. But the-reason why they have failed to rec- 
ognize it is easily discoverable. It is not constructed on what 
I have called the parlor-game formula, to which the stock 
British novel invariably reduceé itself; the said formula being, 
as in the parlor-game of ‘ Consequences,”’ entirely con- 
nected with the rencontre of the hero and the heroine under 
peculiar circumstances, and with their ultimate union in the 
bonds of matrimony. As, to start with, Mr. Stevenson dis- 
penses with a heroine altogether, it is plain that the acutest 
vision can detect no trace of the stereotyped form in “ The 
Ebb-Tide.” The poor critics! Mr. Stevenson has really set 
them too hard a task. To abolish the petticoat, and yet 
expect them to discover the coherency of his composition ! 
Why, cherchez la femme is their first thought in hunting for 
ascheme! They have yet to learn that a story, short or 
long, is merely the evolution of an idea, that (face Lord 
Chesterfield) it has no necessary connection with marriage 
or even with women, and that, when the author has de- 
veloped his theme, his task is completed. What that theme 
is need not be clearly stated on the first page, Often it is 
part of the plot interest of the story to keep its point secret 
till the last page. Then, however, the conclusion is a flash- 
light upon all that has gone before. This is exactly the case 
with “ The Ebb-Tide.” The theme is not formally stated, 
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and the book ends so abruptly that if the reader closes it 
and writes a review of it instead of reviewing it, he is likely 
to fall into the error of supposing his author to be a fool 
rather than himself. Let us examine the texture of “ The 
Ebb-Tide” by the light of these remarks, and by the flash- 
light thrown on the whole book by the abrupt close. It be- 
gins with the picture of three menin the South Seas, They 
are ‘on the beach,” which is equivalent to sleeping on the 
Embankment, as, according to Mr. David Christie Murray, 
himself and so many other lights of the day have done in 
their time. These three men have come by very different 
routes to this common lodging-house of poverty 2 da delle 
¢toile. One of them is a University man, who has fallen 
lower and lower through want of backbone. Another is a 
captain who has lost his ship through drunkenness, and the 
last of the trio is a cockney cad of the most brutal type. It 
was a conception of genius to unite in a desperate adventure 
these strange bed-fellows whom misery has made acquainted. 

The theme of the book, then, is the inter-relations of these 
three curiously-assorted characters during their joint criminal 
enterprise ; and it is supplemented by their individual rela- 
tions to a fourth man—for whom General Gordon might well 
have been the model—with whom the course of their adven- 
ture connects their lives. When the adventure is over, when 
the mutual relations of the quartette have been exhausted, 
when the interaction and revelation of character are com- 
plete, the book is finished, and the author wisely lays aside 
the pen. He has taken the affairs of his men at the ebb- 
tide, he has shown to what fortune it led on, he has ex- 
hibited his characters in every light, and turned them inside 
out—and so voi/a tout, There are two species of novels, the 
novel of character and the novel of adventure. Mr. Steven- 
son loves adventure, but he is also a student of character 
(using character almost in its technical theatrical significa- 
tion of “highly colored”), And so it has naturally occur- 
red to him to combine the two species in one; and to have 
flesh and-blood figures acted on by incidents, and reacting 
on them, instead of lay figures buffeted about by the winds 
of romance. In the preface to “ The Wrecker ” (likewise 
written in collaboration with Mr. Lloyd Osbourne) he ex- 
plained that his icea was to interest the reader in his per- 
sonages preliminarily to their embarking on the adventure 
with which the book was really concerned.. But in that book 
he was only groping for the true method, for “The Wreckers ” 
is merely a novel of character and a novel of adventure 
pieced together, so that one may put one’s finger on the 
seam. / 

It is only in ‘The Ebb-Tide” that he has struck the 
true method and achieved a true urfity, and fused char- 
acter and adventure intimately from the first page to the last. 
The varying turns of his characters’ fortunes are cunningly 
contrived to lay bare their hearts and souls, and the result is, 
not only an enthralling romance, but a subtle study of the 
psychology of blackguardism in divers shades~and degrees ; 
a study which is convincing except in the case of Huish, the 
cockney, whose desperate courage in the latterstages has at 
least not been sufficiently “ prepared ”’ in the original intro- 
duction of him, though, for the rest, he is the most vivid 
figure of all. This little masterpiece—for, by virtue of its 
construction, its beautiful English, its virile force, and its 
creation of four new characters, “ The Ebb-Tide” is nothing 
less—strikes several of the dominant notes which have 
haunted Mr. Stevenson’s later work, apart from the deserted 
islands and the hidden treasures which have always fascin- 
ated him and his readers. One of these Zeit-motifs, as one 
might almost call them, is the intense interest in villains, 
whose more genial side our broadly human artist delights to 
exhibit, dwelling, though not in the spirit of Mr. Gilbert, 
upon the coster’s innocent penchant for basking in the sun 
after he has finished jumping on his mother. Another of 
these later Leit-mots/s is the illustration of the social possibil- 
ities of the most despised human individual, when he is the 
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only companionable being in peculiar and perilous circum- 
stances. The disreputable “ shyster” in “ The Wrecker,” 
when he was the sole companion in misfortune of his con- 
temptuous enemy, was discovered to have a pleasing fond- 
ness for sentimental poetry; and in “ The Ebb-Tide” the 
University man and the Captain find the intolerable Cockney 
endurable, if only from the primitive human instinct of gre- 
gariousness. There is here quite a field to be worked by 
story-writers in search of stories. One might develop the 
relations of the most incongruous couples isolated together 
on desert islands—say one of “the souls” and a “ suburban” 
corn-factor, an impressionist artist and a Royal Academician, 
a minor poet and a prize-fighter, a czar and a nihilist, a 
dramatist and a critic. How each would cling to the other 
in their joint loneliness!—for the dread of solitude is the 
touch of nature that makes the whole world kin. Yet an- 
other of Mr. Stevenson's Zeit-motifs is the romance of the 
modern, which exists this very day contemporaneously with 
type-writers and county-councils, though it would have been 
a greater achievement to have found it here at home and 
not gone questing to the South Seas for it as for a buried 
treasure. 

The treasure lies here, under our eyes, at our very 
feet. Every alley and byway is swarming with romance. 
The great dramas of life are working themselves out under 
every roof in the most prosaic of streets. Never was there 
more romance than to-day, with its ferment of problems and 
propaganda, its cosmopolitan movement, its contrasts of 
wealth and poverty, its shock and interactions of populations 
and creeds, its clash of medieval and modern. The ends of 
the ages meet in every Atlantic liner. It will be an eternal 
pity if a writer like Stevenson passes away without having 
once applied his marvellous gifts of vision and sympathy to 
the reproduction and transfiguration of every-day human 
life, if he is content to play perpetually with wrecks and 
treasures and islands, and to be remembered as an exquisite 
artist in the abnormal. I, ZANGWILL.

Mr. Aldrich’s New Volume 
Unguarded Gates, and Other Poems. By Thomas Bailey Aldrich. 
Houghton, Mifflin & Co, 

Mr. ALDRICH’s new volume is characterized by the fa- 
miliar qualities—grace, refinemertt, color—that have long 
charmed his readers. And, as heretofore, he appears to the 
best advantage in his sonnets. Of these there are only seven 
in the present volume, but each isa gem. That on “ Ellen 
Terry in ‘The Merchant of Venice ’” fitly portrays one of 
the most winsome figures in the lovely company of Shake- 
speare’s heroines—for Ellen Terry was Portia; “ This shape 
in Shakespeare’s thought has been!” “Andromeda,” a 
touching picture of one of the frail and hapless beings 
whom, like the poor, we have always with us, contains a 
phrase or two which would seem to hint that Mr. Aldrich 
also may hereafter be found among the prophets of realism. 
A more characteristic mood finds utterance in ‘' Books and 
Seasons ” :— 

‘* Because the:sky is blue; because blithe May 
Masks in the wren’s note and the lilac’s hue; 
Because—in fine, because the sky is blue, 

I will read none but piteous tales to-day. 
Keep happy laughter till the skies be gray, 
And the sad season cypress wears, and rue; 
Then when the wind is moaning in the flue, 
And ways are dark, bid Chaucer make us gay. 
But now a little sadness! All too sweet 
This springtide riot, this most poignant air, 
This sensuous sphere of color and perfume! 
So listen, love, while I the woes repeat 

Of Hamlet and Ophelia, and that pair 
Whose bridal bed was builded in a tomb,” 

A series of miscellaneous poems entitled “Interludes” 
contains among other things a pretty “ Cradle Song,” and 
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an exquisite threnody for Imogen, which is put into the 
mouth of Leonatus Postumus. “Insomnia” has passages 
that strikingly resemble certain lines in the “Spring Song” 
of Messrs. Carman and Hovey. In “ Nourmadee,” a charm- 


‘ ing Oriental trifle, one recognizes lines from an early poem 


of the author’s. 

We like Mr. Aldrich better in rhyme than in blank-verse. 
His unrhymed iambics trip or glide easily along, but cannot 
rival the stately march of the great Miltonian line. A lovely 
picture is painted in “ Necromancy ” :— 

‘« Through a chance fissure of the churchyard wall 
A creeping vine puts forth a single spray, 
At whose slim end a starry blossom droops 
Full to the soft vermilion of a rose 
That reaches up on tiptoe for the kiss. 
Not them the wren disturbs, nor the loud bee 
That buzzes homeward with his load of sweets; 
And thus they linger, flowery lip to lip, 
Heedless of all, in rapturous mute embrace. 
Some necromancy here! These two, I think, 
Were once unhappy lovers upon earth.” 

“ White Edith” is tender and sweet, but “ Elmwood,” 
written in memory of Lowell, is disappointingly sketchy, In 
fact—whether owing to self-consciousness, fastidiousness, or 
what—™Mr. Aldrich’s work is not a complete expression of 
his personality. Even from a volume of miscellaneous verse, 
the product of varying moods, impulses, occasions, it is pos- 
sible to receive a certain unity of impression. But Mr. 
Aldrich has often the air of holding his readers at arm’s 


‘length—to their great loss, no doubt, but also to the detri- 


ment of his own art. Reticence and lyric poetry are incom- 
patible terms. 





‘*Pomona’s Travels” 
By Frank R. Stockton. Illustrated by A. B, Frost. Charles 
Scribner's Sons, 

THE ART OF WRITING light comedy, and comedy in prose, 
is as rare as the black swan used to be, or as good rhetoric 
is, according to the rhetoric books. Usually comedy is the 
sparkling froth that floats on the crest of the highest civiliza- 
tion, the sunniest fruit on the topmost branch of the Tree of 
Knowledge. The sense of humor is the last sense commun- 
icated to human beings, the latest and rarest development of 
the highly organized creature who has passed through the 
Vedas, the Pentateuch,*the Zendavesta and the Buddhist 
cycles without a trace of it in the records he has therein left 
behind. Pathos, solemnity, in plenty; but life in Vedic, in 
Hebraic, in Aryan times wastootragic for a smile, too terrible 
for a laugh. We must wait for sophisticated ages, until the 
human preserves have become a little spoilt and yeasty, and 
the unknown new spirit begins to ferment. Then suddenly 
Menander appears, followed by Plautus, and he by an Er- 
asmus, a Rabelais—by Shakespeare and Moliére; Comedy 
is born, the late but effulgent child of Athenian air and Par- 
isian laughter and Tudor unrest, latest and liveliest of all the 
muses. 

‘«Enfin j’ai vu le monde, et j’en sais les finesses’’ 
is the motto of the French poet, well adapted to be the motto 
of this exquisite art. ‘I've seen the world, I know its 
tricks,” is as true of the witty Greek as of the clever Ameri- 
can who wrote “ Pomona’s Travels.” Travel, whether “ fire- 
side” or transatlantic, includes observation of many men and 
many things, and is needful to supply flowing ink to the busy 
observer of men and things—the light comedian who walks 
the parallels of latitude like a tight-rope, for our fearful de- 
lectation. The intellectually travelled Greek or the doule- 
vardier did yot need to stir from his acropolis or his boule- 
vard; incident, observation, witty Athenian or Parisian scenes 
flowed in upon him uninvited, and only quick wits and a 
pointed sty/us were required to scratch in the facts as indeli- 


_ bly as a sailor’s tattoo. Their collateral descendant, the 


quick-eyed American, has inherited the old-world gift, and 


yet, paradoxically enough, Ais laugh is at this old world itself., 
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Pomona, of ‘‘ Rudder Grange ” memory, reappears on the 
scene, gripsack in hand, bound for England with “+ Jone,” her 
wedded husband. She is as matter-of-fact as Nicole in the 
“ Bourgeois Gentilhomme,” and sees things just as they are, 
yet with a spice of romance and poetry that lifts her above 
the unimaginative level. The result is very amusing. In 
her letters to her former mistress, stern reality and lovely ro- 
mance tread on each other’stoes. She gets into many funny 
scrapes with stubborn Britishers, who, recognizing her 
nationality even before she opens her lips, begin to speak 
superciliously of “The States.” Her Americanism, always 
audacious and often aggressive, forces her to sarcastic retort, 
and then a sprightly dialogue ensues, in which, generally, 
the American comes off with flying colors. Incidentally 
charming pictures of English rural life, stag-hunting, hay- 


_ making, flight to Gretna Green, and life at a country 


watering-place, are thrown in, and quite redeem the book 
from the reproach of being a satire. Few writers possess so 
effective a tool, or one so light and cutting, as Mr. Stock- 
ton’s pen. It is swift to dash through a humbug, and it is 
never tipped with poison. ‘ 





‘* Pen-Drawing and Pen-Draughtsmen’”’ 
By Foseph Pennell. Macmillan & Co. 

IT IS GRATIFYING to find that a second edition of this work 
has been called for, and still more so that author and 
publisher should have seen their way to improve in several 
ways on the original edition. Many artists not at first 
represented are now included, and among them are some 
men of importance. On the other hand, the text has been 
cut down, decidedly to its advantage. It is only proper to 
remember that Mr. Pennell is writing in England and against 
prejudices still current there, but to us much of his first edi- 
tion seemed to be merely beating the air. We dare say that 
even in England few will now deny that serious artistic work 
may be done with the pen, that it may be done in various 
ways, each as legitimate as any other, or that, quantity, 
quality and popularity all considered, it is, in the main, a 
modern art. It is hardly necessary to devote many pages to 
this argument. 

Another point on which Mr. Pennell may consider his 
battle won is that of the propriety of artists criticizing 
other artists in the same line of work. There has been 
a good deal of nonsense written on both sides of this 
question, As a matter of fact, the best artists do not 
usually make the best teachers or the best critics; but 
when a man arises who is good both in practice and in 
exposition, his views should be received with becoming 
respect. Art, too, is connected with many things in regard 
to which artists are not the best authorities. But, while we 
think it senseless to object to discussion of subjects or treat- 
ment, it is equally so to judge artists without paying any 
regard to the problems and the needs of art. One objection 
to the artist-critic is that he is insensibly led to overrate not 
only technical claims in general, but those of his own special 
mode of working in particular. Mr. Pennell is still open to 
this charge. He does not appreciate highly enough work of 
a kind essentially different from his own. Theoretically, a 
fine line may be more expressive than a coarse one; but in 
judging of particular artists one should not rely much on 
such general rules. Mr. Horne’s “Diana,” for instance 
(printed on page 404), is not only more effective decora- 
tively, but is better, and even more refined in drawing, 
than M. Carloz Schwabe’s illustrations to Zola’s “ Le Réve,” 
which, so far as mere tenuity of line is concerned, are among 
the most delicately drawn of all the designs in the book. 
Again, the question of paper and press-work has not, we are 
sure, been finally settled by Mr. Pennell. To print work in 
half-tone, or very finely worked out with the pen, printers 
seem, at present, to require a paper poor in quality and hard 
of surface, which reflects the light if not held at a particular 
angle. The paper of Mr. Pennell’s book has all these 
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faults. It is one thing for the artist.to make use of fine 
pen-work on paper chosen by himself, another to have it 
reproduced, as it seems it must be, on a paper that is an 
offence to the eye. This hard and unsympathetic quality of 
the paper is not merely painful to the sense, but it affects in 
the worst possible way every drawing in which there are 
large white spaces—that is to say, a majority of all the best 
modern pen-and-ink drawings. Anyone who has had the 
opportunity to compare a special edition on Japane#s paper 
with the ordinary edition of any recent illustrated book, will 
acknowledge that the influence of the paper on the artistic 
effect of the work is of great importance. Now, since Jap- 
anese paper is out of the question for moderately-priced 
editions, and as Mr. Pennell admits that the sort of work he 
admires most cannot be printed on paper possessing a good 
texture, why should not draughtsmen, who feel so inclined, 
work with the special object of making their designs suitable 
for printing on dead-surfaced paper? Among the new things 
in this second edition is a border from Mr. Aubrey Beards- 
ley’s “ Morte d’Arthur.” Although the blacks are very black, 
and every line quite distinct, it has a much poorer effect than 
in even the cheaper edition of the work from which it was taken. 
Another novelty is a page, with a rather more elaborate 
border from one of Mr. William Morris’s Kelmscott pro- 
ductions; but Mr. Morris very properly preferred to furnish 
the page, as he himself prints it, on hand-made paper. Mr. 
Beardsley’s design is close enough in feeling to be compared 
to this—and no one will question the propriety of Mr, Mor- 
ris’s decision. 





In the Reign of Queen Anne 
Historical Characters of the Reign of Queen Anne, By Mrs. M.O,. W. 
Oliphant, The Century Co, 

THIS SUMPTUOUS VOLUME has “The Reign of Queen 
Anne” on cover and back, while the title-page reads ‘* His- 
torical Characters of the Reign of Queen Anne.” The 
former suggests a history of the period, in the ordinary ac- 
ceptation of the term; the latter is more in keeping 
with its real character, as a collection of historical sketches 
originally published in Zhe Century Magazine, and now re- 
printed with its finely executed illustrations, which are cor- 
respondingly improved by the more careful press-work. 
There are five of these sketches—two of Anne as princess 
and as queen, the others dealing with Swift, Defoe, and 
Addison. Mrs. Oliphant has never, in our opinion, done 
better work. Her judgment of Anne is gentler, and we are 
disposed to believe more just, than that of Macaulay and 
the historians generally. There may be something of feminine 
sympathy in this estimate; but, if this is to Anne’s advan- 
tage, it does not seem to be more than fair to a woman 
whom male writers have treated too harshly from their inca- 
pacity for such sympathy. Mrs. Oliphant likes to group the 
famous queens in English annals. “It pleases the fancy,” she 
says, ‘to step historically from queen to queen, and to findin 
each a centre of national greatness knitting together the 
loose threads of the great web. ‘The spacious times of 
great Elizabeth bulk’ [‘a vile phrase,’ as Polonius says of 
‘ beautified’] larger and more magnificently in history 
than those of Anne, but the two eras bear a certain balance 
which is agreeable to the imagination. And we can scarcely 
help regretting that the great age of Wordsworth and Scott, 
Byron and Wellington, should not have been deferred long 
enough to make the reign of Victoria the third noblest period 
of modern English history.” 

We are less interested, however, in the chapters of which 
Anne is the subject than in those which treat of the literary 
men whom our author chooses as eminently illustrating 
the period. The estimate of Swift ‘is perhaps the. most 
novel and original. Here we might have expected that the 
man would meet with decidedly unsympathetic treatment 
at the hands of the woman; but no biographer or critic has 
dealt with him more charitably ; and Stella is by no means 
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reckoned the martyr that Thackeray and others have pictured 
her. Mrs. Oliphant says that “we have not aword from the 
woman’s side of the question, who.is supposed to have passed 
a melancholy existence of unsatisfied longings and disap- 
pointed love by Swift's side, the victim of his capricious 
affections, neglect, cruelty, and fondness.” All writers have 
taken it for granted that she wanted to marry him; “ but as 
a matter of fact we have no evidence at all what Stella’s 
sentiments were. * * “® Appearances of blighted life 
or unhappiness there are none in anything we know of her. 
* * * It is the man, not the woman, who complains of not 
receiving letters; it is he, not she, who exhausts every play- 
ful wile, every tender art, to keep himself in vivid recollec- 
tion. * * ™ Johnson, Scott, Macaulay, Thackeray, not 
to mention many lesser names, have all taken her injured in- 
nocence to heart, And nobody notes the curious fact that 
Stella herself never utters any complaint, nor indeed seems 
to feel the necessity of being unhappy at all, but takes her 
dean most cheerfully,—laughing, scolding, giving her opinion 
with all the delightful freedom of a relationship which was 
at once nature and choice, the familiar trust and tenderness 
of old use and wont with the charm of voluntary association. 
* © * The external circumstances of their intimacy were, 
no doubt, very unusual, and might have lent occasion to 
much evil speaking, but they do not seem to have done so, 
after the first moment, at least. Nobody ventured to assail 
the good fame of Stella, and Swift took every means to make 
the perfect innocence of their friendship apparent. She 
cannot be made out to have suffered in the vulgar way, and 
it seems to be one of the most curious examples of an ob- 
stinately maintained theory to represent her as Swift's victim 
in what is supposed to be a long martyrdom of the heart.” 
And this view of the case, of which we give here only the 
merest outline, Mrs. Oliphant cites many facts to justify. It 
will, nevertheless, be likely to provoke much controversy. 

The “ Tale of a Tub” is well characterized as a “ tremen- 
dous raid against false pretences, hypocrisy, and falsehood,” 
executed “ with such a riot and madness of laughter and un- 
scrupulous derision of everything that came in the: satirist’s 
way, as had scarcely been known in English speech before. 
The power which still lives and asserts itself in those strange 
and often detestable pages must strike even the reader te 
whom they are most abhorrent.”’ And yet we are told that 
“ William Penn sent to the author from America a gammon 
of bacon on the score of having been ‘often greatly amused 
by the Tale’; and a hundred years later it ‘ delighted be- 
yond description’ the robust mind of William Cobbett, so 
that he forgot that he had not supped, and preferred the 
book to a bed.” - 

Of Defoe it is aptly said that “no man lived who was a 
more complete paradox. * ™ ® His distinguishing liter- 
ary quality is a minute truthfulness to fact which makes 
it almost impossible not to take what he says for gospel. But 
his constant inspiration is fiction, not to say, in some cir- 
cumstances, falsehood.” It is curious, as Mrs. Oliphant 
notes, that Swift’s “ Gulliver,” bitterly satirical as it was, has 
come to rank along with “ Robinson Crusoe.” It may be 
said that “these two books form a class by themselves of 
perennial enchantment for the young, and full of a curious 
and enthralling illusion which even in age we rarely shake 
off.” The chapter on Addison—“ the finest critic, the finest 
gentleman, the most tender humorist of his age ”"—is delight- 
ful throughout ; but the pages given to Sir Roger de Coverley 
—‘“the familiar friend of most people who have read any- 
thing -at all, and the acquaintance by sight, if we may so 
speak, of everybody ”—are hardly less genial and sympathetic 
than Addison’s own delineation’of the Worcestershire Knight. 
While the book has a permanent value as a contribution to 
history and literary criticism, the elegant and tasteful form in 
which it is brought out is likely to make it one of the favorite 
gift-books of the holiday season. 
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The Works of Laurence Sterne 
Edited by George Saintsbury. With Illustrations by E. F. Wheeler. 6 
vols, J, B. Lippincott Co. 

Mr. SAINTSBURY’S new edition of Sterneis justified only by his 
separate introductions to ‘‘Tristram Shandy,’ ‘‘ The Sentimental 
Journey” and the two volumes of ‘‘ Letters and Sermons and 
Miscellaneous Works.” The whole work is in six volumes of con- 
venient size, well-printed (as the publications of Dent & Co. usu- 
ally are) and ornamented with photogravures after drawings by E. 
J. Wheeler. Mr. Saintsbury has followed, with slight variation, the 
text of the 1781 edition in ‘‘ Tristram” and the ‘‘ Journey” and 
has selected from among the letters and other miscellanies those 
that he thinks most characteristic. ‘‘Acomplete collection of all 
Sterne’s letters, published and unpublished, would be by no means 
uninteresting,” he writes, ‘‘ but it would be quite alien from the 
plan of this edition, inasmuch as it would require not only the 
good-will of the owners of copyrights or of originals, but also an 
elaborate apparatus criticus in the arrangement and annotation of 
the correspondence. He admits that the Fourmentelle letters'are 
of great interest, and that the Blake Series exhibits the writer in a 

leasant and amiable mood; both of these he might have been al- 
lees to quote for the asking. Butit did not seem to him neces- 
sary, so that Mr. Saintsbury’s appreciations and animadversions are 
all that is novel or specially interesting in the edition. It is curi- 
ous what ato-do he makes about the matter of indelicacy. He 
defends his insertion of a certain dog-Latin letter on the ground 
that itis Latin, and that persons who read Latin have already seen 
many things of the kind; but so have persons who read eighteenth- 
century literature. That the standard of the time in those matters 
was different from ours is thoroughly well known, and there is no 
need to waste much ink in discussing the subject afresh. Yet 
Mr. Saintsbury, who has already had his say upon it in his edition 
of Fielding, whose grossness he excuses, must bring it up again in 
order to castigate Sterne. 

He condemns Sterne’s daughter for publishing some of the very 
letters which he republishes, assigning as a reason that ‘‘ once pub- 
lished, the thing is public,” But then, what is the use of an 
editor? Or why blame an eighteenth-century person for not hav- 
ing a nineteenth-century sense of propriety, when he who takes 
such pains to demonstrate his possession of it does not choose to 
he guided by it? Mr. Saintsbury traces Sterne’s curious manner to 
the sources usually assigned—to Rabelais, Burton, Cervantes and 
Voltaire. One might as well say that a man steals from the dic- 
tionary as from Burton, whois nothing but a common quarry; and 
there has been much more stealing /rom Sterne than by him, 
His remarks on Sterne’s sentimentality are of the same nature as 
what he has written on the question of propriety—the judging of 
last-century conventions by modern conventional standards. It 
would be as pertinent to demonstrate that the fashions in dress of 
that time are not the same as ours. But he admits that he would 
**compound for a good deal more corruption,’’ allied with a good 
deal less genius. He regretsthat Mr. Shandy and Uncle Toby had 
not been fused into one, but questions whether anybody but 
Shakespeare could have done it. But as to the minor characters in 
this drama, ‘‘ all these, if not drawn directly from individuals (the 
lower exercise), are first generalized and then precipitated into 
individuality from a large observation (which is the infinitely higher 
and better).”" Even the most enthusiastic Shandean cannot re- 
quire much better reasons for his preference, 





**Childhood in Literature and Art” 
A Study. By H. E, Scudder, Houghton, Mifflin & Co, 

TO HEAR some people talk, one would think that children, like 
cats and music, were a modern discovery! Because we do not 
know exactly what pet the ancients coddled under /e/7s—even 
a weasel (!) has been suggested,—and because a three-note 
Gregorian chant is not a sonata by Beethoven, therefore (they 
reason) the ancients had neither mew nor melody. Because 
nobody has hitherto taken the pains to make a chronological study 
of children from the Vedas and the Iliad to the fall of the Roman 
Empire, therefore there were no children in those days: people 
were born ‘* grown folks,’’ and children date from the morning of the 
Nativity! The delightful naiveté of this logic is completely upset by 
Mr. Scudder, whose loving study of these living Tanagra figurines in 
Greek and Roman and medizval times throws abundant light into 
a neglected corner and reveals an astonishing plentitude of allusion 
to and illustration of children in ancient books. An anthology, be- 


ing with the exquisite scene of Hector and Andromache and 
styanax, and concluding with the lullaby of Danaé and the child 
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scenes in Horace and Catullus, might be gathered from the sombre 
forefathers to show that they were sunny, too. What more beau- 
tiful marble has been found than Praxiteles’s Hermes dandling the 
young Dionysos, lately discovered at Olympia, or the children of 
Niobe in their speechless despair? In Hebrew times, strange to 
say, Mr. Scudder is less successful, though the Bible abounds in 
lovely child stories that have left an indelible impress on art 
and literature; nor is the discussion of the child in French litera- 
ture at all adequate, when we remember the masterpieces of La 
Fontaine (written largely for children) and the matchless children in 
Racine’s ‘‘ Athalie,” in ‘‘ Aucassin et Nicolette,” and in other 
French works. Spanish literature and art are passed over, though 
both abound in allusions to children. The German and American 
literatures are richest of all, as Mr. Scudder shows, in these tender 
recollections of child-life, so beautifully embalmed in the ‘‘ Mignons” 
and ‘‘ Wonder-Books ” and lyrics of the two lands. The oldest 
English epic—‘‘ Beowulf ’’—contains some remarkable scenes from 
younger life, and the old English and Scottish ballads are full of 
graceful re/igues of the love of children, In fact, there is scarcely 
a literature or a great poem from ‘‘ Hiawatha” to ‘‘ Kalevala,” 
from the ‘‘ Cid Campeador” to the mighty children of the Nibe- 
lungen Lied, that is not rich in homage to the beauty of childhood; 
and when the Holy Child came into the world, He instantly be- 
came the centre of a worshipping and magnificent art. Mr. 
Scudder’s suggestive book would lend itself charmingly to pictorial 
illustration of all this. 





Ex Cathedra 
A Suburban Pastoral, By Prof. Henry A. Beers. Henry Holt & Co, 

WHEN A STAID college professor turns romancer, the .perform 
ance awakens a great deal of interest in the minds of all classes of 
readers. The idea seems to prevail that the routine work of a 
professional career is ruinous to all poetic or romantic achievement. 
A practical refutation of this belief has recently been given by Prof. 
Beers, who, in this collection of delightfully humorous and original 
stories, demonstrates to all doubting minds, that scholarly pursuits 
need in no way impair the faculty for romance. Prof. Beers occu- 
pies the Chair of English Literature at old Yale. Besides this dig- 
nity, he has earned a permanent literary reputation by his skillful 
editorship of ‘‘A Century of American Literature” and ‘*‘Selec- 
tions from Coleridge’s Prose Writings.’’ Striking out in a new 
direction, he proves himself to be a man of versatile accomplish- 
ments; in his case the researchful historian and discerning critic 
are transformed with easy grace into the entertaining storyteller. 
In this latter capacity Prof. Beers will become known, no doubt, 
to a much larger public than the one for which he has previously 
written—the scholar being only able to claim as his own the select 
few, while the whole reading world makes acquaintance somehow 
with the man who has a good story to tell, and can tell it well. 
To the reader it is evident that Prof. Beers has thrown much of his 
personality into his stories. There is no intrusion of the ggo into 
his manner of recital, but such a spirit of good comradeship and 
of intense delight in all nature characterizes ‘‘ A Suburban Pas- 
toral”’ and its companions, that, it is instinctively felt, 2 ¢hem the 
author has permitted himself a genuinely spontaneous expression. 
It is, indeed, refreshing to find a scholar so imbued with a love of 
fresh fields, song-birds and blossoming plants as Prof. Beers seems 
to be; his knowledge of such things strikes the uninitiated as being 
a little too intimate for the mere amateur; perhaps he takes his 
recreation not only as a writer of romance, but as an ornithological 
and botanical student. 

In addition to an unusually clear insight into nature’s ways 
and beauties, Prof. Beers possesses a very delightful sense of 
humor, and if his situations partake a litttle too much of the fan- 
tastic to please the very practical reader, his style as a writer is 
so forcible and diverting, that it would be impossible for anyone to 
be bored by him. With all of these attractions as a storyteller, 
there is yet one unhealthful quality possessed by Prof. Beers. He 
is not exactly a man with a grudge against the world, but he sees 
with rather intense vision the inevitable irony of life, and empha- 
sizes it very strongly in the ‘‘ Suburban Pastoral’’ and others of his 
stories. It might be said that he lets nothing, where human life 
is concerned, turn out well, if he can possible prevent it. How- 
ever, he does not invite his readers to the seriously tragic, conse- 
quently their feelings of distress over human frailty and helpless- 
ness, while moved, are not wrought upon to any painful extent. 
Had he not stopped just where he did, Prof. Beers would have 
failed to produce the pleasing impression, which, as a storyteller, 
he has produced, This short review has been written with great 
trepidation: the clever Professor—who seems to have learned the 
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secret of many arts—has made the writing of it, cursory as it is, 
almost impracticable. In ‘‘Split Zephyr,” one of his stories, Prof. 
Beers introduces a literary critic, who, speaking in confidence to 
an old friend, turns his profession inside out. ‘‘ It is a great fraud, 
this business of reviewing,”’ says this cynical scribe. ‘‘Here’s a 
man of learning, for instance, who has spent years of research on 
a particular work. He has collected a large library, perhaps, on 
his subject; knows more about it than anyone else living. Then 
along comes some insolent little whipper-snapper-like me—whose 
sole knowledge of the matter in hand 1s drawn from the very book 
that he pretends to criticise—and patronizes the learned author in a 
book notice!” In the face of such judgment, it has required great 
courage to touch upon ‘‘ A Suburban Pastoral,” even lightly ; such 
has been done solely with the hope that Prof. Beers may recognize 
the magnanimity of the critic, if not his wisdom. 





‘¢ The Chase of Saint-Castin ’’ 
And Other Tales. By Mary Hartwell Catherwood. Houghton, Mi 
hin & Co, 

WE KNOw OF few volumes of short stories to compare in inter- 
est with Mrs, Catherwood’s ‘‘ Chase of Saint-Castin.”” As is well 
known, this lady fashions her tales upon the traditions of the 
French in the New World; and that the story which is woven 

§ about some real event is the most enthralling, every enchanted 
reader of Parkman will admit as readily as he will proclaim that 
Mrs, Catherwood has selected a field of rarely romantic interest. 
This gallery of portraits of gallant and adventuresome worthies 
includes names that by themselves are sufficient to stir the memory 
in sudden interest—Frontenac, Le Moyne, Repentigny, Wolfe 
and Pontiac; but if we might choose for preference, we should fall, 
perhaps, upon that most picturesque of the noble rovers, Jean Vin- 
cent de l’Abadie, Baron de Saint-Castin, the officer of the famous 
Carignan-Saliéres regiment, who, says history, ‘‘ when the regi- 
ment disbanded, followed his natural bent and betook himself to 
the Acadian woods.” At Pentegoet he built himself a hut, and 
became an Indian chief and lord of a harem of squaws, where 
to-day stands the quaint, old shipping town of Castine, named in 
his memory; of the town’s history under English rule, Mr. Noah 
Brooks gives an agreeable account in his ‘‘ Tales of the Maine 
Coast.” We consider it particularly fitting that one of the gun- 
boats of our new Navy should be dubbed by this name, for, surely, 
New England had no enemy, nor our country any pioneer, more 
bold, hardy, adroit and tenacious than Saint-Castin. Of him Mrs, 
Catherwood writes most successfully. His wooing of the Penob- 
scot maiden, who became his only wife after an adventure such as 
has given greater fame to another Indian princess, Pocahontas, is 
related with much spirit. It is pleasant to have a glimpse of the 
son of this marriage, the half-breed Anselin, who worthily carried 
on his father’s feud with the ‘‘ Bostonnais,” but who had not his 
father’s luck, nor such a sweetheart, for, as Parkman records, he 
was taken prisoner and brough to Boston, where, however, he 
showed such tact and temper when in custody, that he was 
released. There is much else that is delightfully suggestive in this 
book, which we recommend as a model of its kind, 





** Polly’’ 
4 Christmas Recollection. By Thomas, Nelson Page. Illustrated by 
A. Castaigne. Charles Scribners Sons. 

WHAT HAPPENED to Porphyro and Madelaine on the eve of St. 
Agnes is what happens to Polly and Bob in this ‘ Christmas Recol- 
lection ’ of Mr. Page’s. A mischievous sprite, bow and arrow in 
hand, is always present in grove and temple, and old plantation as 
well, to counteract the sad image of Horace’s Knight riding double 
with Death behind him. This tiny being is what gives the joy to 
life, the beauty to Anacreon,to Solomon’s Song, to the exquisite 
choral odes of Sophocles, to the lively banterings of Shakespeare. 
What would the ancient world be without this winged creature 
crowned with light and love, or the modern romance of intrigue 
and complot without at least one shimmering plume from his 
wing? It takes very brilliant writing, indeed, to make a tale go 
down without Love, the munister-elf that makes all doses sweet. 
These workers on the human feelings, these real ‘‘ humanists” 
called romance-writers, know this full well, and none dares to 
reckon without this wee small guest. The Virginia of the olden 
times knew the small ambassador well enough; the big plantations 
were one of his favorite battle-grounds. The leisure, the tranquil- 
ity, the social invitations, the family connections, all tended to 
entertain such a guest, and especially at Christmas he left the 
classical dictionaries and incarnated himself rosily in ‘‘ Meh Lady's” 

| boudoir, or sat beside the inglenook of ‘‘Marse Chan.” All the 
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_ darkeys knew him then better than they knew ‘‘ marster’s’’ mint- 


juleps or missus’s plum-puddin’s. In ‘‘ Polly,” the fair girl of 
the plantation, who so effectively contrasts in her rose-leaf dainti- 
ness with the rough old Colonel, her uncle, he appears in very 
winsome shape, masquerading in the grey eyes and stalwart form 
of a certain cousin Bob (cousins and colonels and pretty nieces are 
always wonderfully plenty in Virginia plantations!), The Colonel 
is painted a trifle too red, like an over-boiled lobster; his juleps 
and his oaths have an ante-bellum frequency; and it jars upon 
refined nerves a little to think that Polly and Bob naturally did 
play Porphyro and Madelaine in their hurry to overcome opposition, 
when, if they had waited a little while, the arch-contriver Love 
might have overcome the furious Colonel by cunninger means; but 
Christmas was approaching and there was no time to lose, 
** And they are op ay, ages long ago 
These lovers fied away into the storm!” 





Scott's Poems 

‘‘ScoTT’s COMPLETE POETICAL WoRKS” have been issued 
in two neat volumes, with an appreciative introduction by Mr, 
Charles Eliot Norton and a biographical sketch by Mr, Nathan 
Haskell Dole. They are illustrated with two good portraits of 
Scott, thirty or more views of scenery, which are excellent repro- 
ductions of photographs, and with figure pieces that are inferior. 
The poems are arranged chronologically, and the author's notes, 
with some judicious abridgment, are appended. The text is said 
to be. ‘‘ carefully edited,” but we see no evidence that the many 
bad corruptions in the Standard, Edinburgh and other editions, 
most of which are due to the carelessness of Lockhart in his work 
on the poems in 1833, have been corrected. The first stanza of 
the second canto of ‘* Marmion” is absurdly mispointed, as usual; 
and the double negative (which Scott never uses), which Lockhart 
or his printers put into the twenty-fourth stanza of the same canto, 
is retained, as well as the grammatical error, due to the same 
editor, in the eighth stanza of the fifth canto:—‘‘ For royal was 
his garb and mien.” The second stanza of ‘‘ Don Roderick” 
reads ‘‘a strain, with all-o'erpouring measure” (for.o'erpowering) ; 
the third stanza of the second canto of ‘‘ The Bridal of Trier- 
main” has ‘‘Our peace [for pace] in Virtue’s toilsome way ”; 
‘« Rokeby,” in the sixth stanza of the first canto reads ‘‘ His guest 
the while laid /ow [for s/ow] aside," and in the tenth stanza of the 
third canto, ‘‘ Then plunged him from [for z#] his gloomy train,” 
etc. ‘*The Lord of the Isles,” ‘‘ Harold the Dauntless,” and 
other poems abound in these misprints, sometimes unimportant, 
but not unfrequently destroying or perverting the sense. It is 
curious that Dr. Rolfe’s edition of Scott’s Poems (Boston, 1888) 
is the only one, on either side of the Atlantic, in which the text is 
freed from the accumulated corruptions of sixty years. (T. Y. 
Crowell & Co.) 





‘* The Last Leaf ’’ 

IT DOES NOT OFTEN happen that illustrations to a popular poem 
are so well suited to the text and so good in themselves as Mr, F, 
Hopkinson Smith’s to Dr. Holimes’s ‘‘ The Last Leaf.” Every 
line, and pretty nearly every word, of the poem, has its illustration 
or allusive decoration by him or by Mr. George Wharton Edwards, 
In some cases both artists illustrate the same phrase, but, although 
some of Mr. Edwards's designs are very pretty, Mr. Smith’s are 
those that distinguish the work from the average pretty book for 
the holidays, The shady street of the old town on page 21, the 
graveyard on page 29, the winter landscape on page 37, and, best 
of all, the interior on page 35, are much better than the average of 
recent book illustrations, The best of Mr. Edwards’s borders are 
those to Dr. Holmes’s account of ‘‘ The History of this Poem,” 
printed at the end, By way of preface, a letter of Dr. Holmes’s, 
referring apparently to this edition, and dated July 12, 1894, is 
printed in facsimile, The cover has a pretty design of sickle, 
hour-glass and bay-leaves, by Mr. Edwards. (Houghton, Mifflin 
& Co.) 


‘¢ Tennyson and His Pre-Raphaelite Illustrators ”’ 

THE ILLUSTRATIONS which, as Mr, George Somes Layard says, 
are the chief attraction of his little book, fiche a reproduction of 
Rossetti’s pen-and-wash sketch of Tennyson reading ‘‘ Maud”’ in 
1855, one of Holman Hunt’s drawings for ‘‘ The Lady of Shalott,” 
which was luckily photographed before it was cut; one of a sketch 
for ‘‘The Palace of Art”—King Arthur in Avalon—and of a 
study for ‘‘ Mariana in the South,” by Rossetti; the cuts of ‘* St. 
Agnes’s Eve,” after Millais, ‘‘Oriana,” after Holman Hunt, and 
of St, Cecily, from ‘‘ The Palace of Art,” after Rossetti, The 
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are, also, two plates after water-colors by Mrs. Rossetti, which 
might have been omitted, as whatever beauty the originals may 
have must be in their color. The text contains little that is new. 
The author's aim, he tells us, is to indicate ‘‘the methods by 
which a book may be made to yield discursive and innumerable de- 
lights beyond and above those which are at first apparent. These 
methods seem to be those of discursive and appreciative criticism, 
and they are best exemplified in chapters III, IV and V, on Millais, 
Holman Hunt and Rossetti, respectively. But to appreciate the 
illustrations to Tennyson as Mr. Layard does, one must remem- 
ber what book-illustrations generally were when these first ap- 
peared. Some of the designs in the book do, indeed, keep their 
place with, and perhaps above, anything that has since appeared, 
but the thing as a whole hardly justifies the encomiums often 
passed upon it. Mr. Layard drops a gentle hint, which we trust 
will be heeded, that where the original designs still exist they 
ought to be re-engraved, and that a new edition would perhaps 
gain by some omissions, Facsimile reprints are seldom desirable, 
except as a means of taking down the conceit of collectors; but 
there is undoubtedly here an opportunity to make a really beauti- 
ful and valuable new edition, (Copeland & Day.) 





The Camera Afield 

‘* Hoors, CLAWS AND ANTLERS of the Rocky Mountains” is, 
in the main, a most interesting cbllection of photographs of wild 
animals, taken from the life and in their native haunts, by Mr. and 
Mrs, Wallihan of Denver, Colorado. As Mr. Theodore Roosevelt 
says in a short but enthusiastic introduction, this book is absolutely 
unique; but it is to be hoped that it will not remain so. There is no 
better use to which to put the camera and the half-tone process than 
in the production of works such as this, which should show us how 
animals and plants actually live and grow, and should be of the utmost 
importance to all students of natural history, The engravings show, 
among other things, two black-tail deer crossing a stream, a solid 
phalanx of antelope, about a hundred strong, Rocky Mountain 
goats on the watch, elks ready to move, a mountain lion on the 
lookout in the branches of a cedar, with a snow-patched mountain 
side for background, .There are, also, pictures of Rocky Moun- 


tain sheep, wild-cats, birds, bears, beavers, coyotes, sage hens, - 


prairiedogs, and a rattlesnake coiled to strike. The photographers’ 
notes on the circumstances in which the different pictures were 
tdken are very interesting. The book is handsomely bound and 
well printed, and should make an acceptable holiday present. 
(Denver, Col.: Frank S, Thayer.) 





‘*-Pride and Prejudice ”’ 

‘Mr. HuGH THomson, who has already made a mark for him- 
self as an illustrator, supplies a great number of pretty pen-and- 
ink illustrations to a new-edition of Pride and Prejudice.” Both 
the ser old-time quaintness of the book and its human nature, 
ever fresh and new, seem to us to be reflected in these drawings. 
The ornamental and symbolical headings to the chapters are such 
as Thackeray might have drawn, if he could only have drawn well 
enough. Mr. Thomson’s manner is the manner of Phiz and 
Leech and Doyle, and is more appropriate to the illustration of 
Miss Austen and other English writers of her time than were the 
bog a gwen of that end of the eighteenth century. Therefore, to 
the book-lover of artistic tastes this may be said to be the first edi- 
tion of Jane Austen’s masterpiece. The cover is a highly decora- 
tive peacock design in dark green and gold. Mr. Saintsbury, in 
his preface, declares unhesitatingly for ‘‘ Pride and Prejudice” as 
the best of the author's novels, and gives good reason for deciding 
in its favor as against even ‘‘ Emma,” or ‘‘ Sense and Sensibility.” 
The cause, he thinks, is that, having been begun early in the 
author’s career and finished late, it combines the vigorous pro- 
jection of youth and the critical revision of middle life. His 
‘* preface ” is really an introduction, and should be read before be- 
ginning Chapter I. (Macmillan & Co.) 





‘*The Pilgrim’s Progress ’’ 

BUNYAN has waited long for an illustrator, but, at least, he has 
not waited in vain. Mr. William Strang, who now furnishes a 
dozen etched illustrations, with a frontispiece and title, also etched, 
to the ‘‘ Progress,” is, as regards the drawing of the figure, by far 
the best of living English etchers. A followerof Alphonse Legros, 
he has caught something of the Frenchman's hardness of manner, 
which, it will be admitted, is quite in keeping with Bunyan’s man- 
ner of writing. Some of the plates, such as that of ‘‘ The Scourg- 
ing of Faithful,” suggest, also, much study of Rembrandt. The 
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influence of Legros is most obvious, perhaps, in those plates in 
which there occurs a landscape background, such as that of the 
Slugh of Despond, and in the Valley of the Shadow of Death. 
Drer was much in Mr. Strang’s way when he designed the fight 
ofChristian with Apollyon. The force shown in these plates is by 
no means that of an original master. It is attained by keeping 
strictly to the old ways. Mr. Strang evidently cares little about 
those problems of tone and lighting that engage the attention of 
most other modern artists. His shadows are flat and black, his 
outlines hard and definite, But just these faults may almost be 
called virtues in the illustrator of Bunyan, Those who can read 
the text with pleasure, cannot, we believe, fail to enjoy the etch- 


ings. They have been very well printed on heavy Japan-paper, and 
the typography is excellent. The frontispiece is a portrait of 
Bunyan. (Imported by Charles Scribner’s Sons.) 





New Books and New Editions 

Two CURIOUS little leather-covered volumes, illustrated with 
pretty vignettes in half-tone, come to us from the Century Co. 
‘*P'tit Matinic and other Monotones,” by George Wharton Ed- 
wards, includes several short tales and sketches of travel, deco- 
rated, besides vignettes, with head- and tail-pieces in pen-and-ink. 
‘‘ Writing to Rosina,” by W. H. Bishop, is of slightly more sub- 
stantial quality as to text, but rejoices in fewer illustrations. —— 
‘‘ THE ADVOCATES of the mz/zeu theory—the theory which will have 
it that you can explain almost the whole of any work of art by 
examining the circumstances, history, and so forth, of the artist— 
have a better chance with ‘Corinne’ than with many books,” 
writes Mr. Saintsbury in his preface to a new edition of Mme. de 
Stael’s celebrated romance. But he adds that this was precisely 
because she had in literature but little idiosyncrasy, and was ‘‘a 
receptive and a creative force.”’ The translation now presented is 
the old English version, first published in the same year as the 
original, but corrected by ‘‘ another hand” than Mr. Saintsbury’s. 
The new edition is in two volumes, with illustrations—photo- 
gravures by H. S. Greig. (J. B. Lippincott Co.) A NEW 
EDITION of Omar Khayyam has Vedder’s remarkable designs re- 
duced in size, followed by a reprint of the fourth edition from 
which the artist occasionally varies, and by a biographical sketch 
of the translator, Edward Fitzgerald. It is printed on one side of 
the paper only. It will be welcomed by many admirers of these 
now famous illustrations, who found the large copies beyond their 
means, (Houghton, Mifflin & Co.) 








THE DRYBURGH EDITION of the Waverley Novels has just been 
completed with the issue of Vol, XXIII (‘‘Anne of Geierstein’’), Vol. 
XXIV (‘‘Count Robert of Paris ’’), and Vol. XXV (‘‘The Surgeon's 
Daughter’’ and ‘‘ Castle Dangerous”’), the last volume of this 
edition, ‘‘ Anne of Geierstein”’ contains ten full-page illustrations 
by Paul Hardy, and ‘‘ Count Robert” the same number drawn by 
Gordon Browne. The Dryburgh Edition comes in good time for 
the approaching holidays, and should be borne in mind by all who 
contemplate making material demonstration of their good-will by 
gifts of books, which are more welcome nowadays than myrrh and 
frankincense. The Dryburgh has all the good qualities desirable 
in a library edition, and no bad ones, as far so we have been able 
to discover. (Macmillan & Co.) A MORE SUMPTUOUS edition 
of Scott’s works is the International Limited (to 1000 copies), on 
large-paper, with introductions by Andrew Lang, and etchings 
from original drawings by Arthur Hopkins, F, Dadd, R. I., S. L. 
Wood, W. Q. Richardson, John Pettie, R. W. Macbeth, Ad. 
Lalauze, SirG. Reid and others. The new volumes in this edition 
are ‘‘ The Fortunes of Nigel” (Vols. XXVI and XXVII); ‘+ Peveril 
of the Peak” (Vols. XXVIII, XXIX and XXX ; ‘* Quentin Dur- 
ward” (Vols. XXXI and XXXII); ‘* St. Ronan’s Well” (Vols. 
XXXIII and XXXIV.) The illustrations are not uniform in qual- 
ity, of course, being the work of so many different hands, but are, 
on the whole, artistic in quality. The feature that makes the 
edition of so much interest is, not the superb paper and the infinite 
care bestowed upon the volumes by an artistic printer, but the 
series of introductions from the pen of Mr. Lang. (Estes & 
Lauriat.) 








Two NEW VOLUMES, recently published, complete the Library 
Edition of the Romances of Victor Hugo. The first of these con- 
tains ‘‘ Hans of Iceland,” the second ‘‘ Bug-Jargal,” ‘‘ Claude 
Gueux”’ and ‘‘The Last Day of a Condemned,” each volume con- 
taining two illustrations. This edition, which follows the original 
text in every particular, consists now of the following works: 
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“Les Misérables,’’ 5 vols., ‘‘ Toilers of the Sea,” 2 vols., ‘‘ Notre- 
Dame,”’ 2 vols., ‘‘ Ninety-three,” 1 vol., ‘* The Man Who Laughs,” 
2 vols,, and the two new volumes referred to above. . It is well 
printed, well bound and comparatively inexpensive—in short, a 
most desirable set of books for actual use rather than for show. 
(Little, Brown & Co.) A NEW EDITION of the Baroness. Taut- 
phoeus’s ‘‘ Quits ’’ appears in two volumes of handy size, clearly 
printed, and bound in green cloth, stamped with gold. (G. P. 
Putnam’s Sons.)———'‘ THE ARTIFICIAL MOTHER”’ is described 
as a marital fantasy, and is dedicated by the author, who hides 
himself. behind the initials G. H, P., ‘‘to the oppressed husbands 
and fathers of the land.” The fantasy has given Mr. A. W, Van 
Deusen an opportunity to display in half a dozen drawings his talent 
for making the most of an absurd situation. (G, P. Putnam's 
Sons.) 








A NEW TWO-VOLUME edition of ‘‘ The Count of Monte Cristo” 
commends itself, at first sight, by good paper, clear print and ac- 
ceptable illustrations. The latter—many in half-tone, two appar- 
ently photo-etched from pen-and-ink drawings—are by Mr. 
Frank T. Merrill. The text, also, has been revised, and we are 
assured that no less than fifteen thousand faults of the older edi- 
tions have been corrected. The nautical phrases, so ludicrous 
in all other English translations, have been revised by a French 
and two American experts, and the publishers seem to have rea- 
son to claim that this is ‘‘ the first complete, accurate and readabie 
English version” of Dumas’s most celebrated romance. (T. Y. 
Crowell & Co.) ‘*THE SKETCH BOOK of Geoffrey Crayon, 
Gent,” in two handsome volumes neatly bound in grey, appears 
with the many interesting old woodcuts after drawings by Darley, 
Parsons, J. M. Will and other artist-illustrators of the days before 
photo-engraving. Both pictures and text are well printed. (J. B. 
Lippincott Co.) THE TIME HAS NOT yet come when any 
reader will echo Johnson’s remark to his biographer, ‘‘ Sir, you 
have only two topics, yourself and me; I am sick of both.” The 
reading public shows no sign of growing sick of either, and the 
two-volume edition, edited, with an introduction, by Mr, Mow- 
bray Morris, is as sure of a favorable reception as were all preced- 
ing editions, Mr. Morris has not indulged over much in ‘‘ the al- 
luring, though often dangerous, pastime of annotation.”” He has 
fed upon his predecessors, To the American reprint, now before 
us, many quotations from the notes of Dr. Hill’s edition have been 
added ;. and the original spelling has been restored in the letters of 
Johnson and his friends. The two frontispieces are portraits of 
the Doctor after engravings. In the body of the work are many 
other portraits, and a view of Pembroke College in half-tone, (T. 
Y. Crowell & Co.) 











‘* THE PLAYGROUND of Europe,” by Leslie Steplien, first 
published almost a generation ago, and ever since a favorive among 
the countless books on Swiss travel and Alpine climbing, has been 
reprinted, with some omissions and additions, A chapter on the 
Eastern Carpathians is suppressed ‘‘as irrelevant,”’ and one on 
Alpine Dangers ‘‘as obsolete”; and in place of these we have 
three delightful papers on the Coldes Hirondelles, Sunset on Mont- 
Blanc, and the Alps in Winter. In the preface the author play- 
fully refers to the first edition as the work of ‘‘a young gentleman 
whom I shall regard with a certain interest,” but which he does 


not feel at liberty to correct, as ‘‘he would possibly have denied - 


the force of some critical remarks which to me appear very ob- 
vious.”” He does well to leave unaltered what has been so gen- 
erally approved and enjoyed, and of which he has no occasion to 
be ashamed in these maturer years. A few illustrations are added 
to the reprint. (Longmans, Green & Co,)——-BRYANT’S ‘' Thana- 
topsis,” with numerous vignette illustrations in half-tone by Cor- 
win Knapp Linson, is one of the latest issues in the miniature Col- 
lection of Masterpieces of which other recent volumes are ‘‘ A 
Treasury of Table-Talk of Famous People,” from Jeremy Taylor 
to Charles Dickens; ‘‘ Songs of Seven,” by Jean Ingelow, with il- 
lustrations by Kirk Esté; Tennyson’s ‘‘ Day-Dream,” with half- 
tone prints after W. St. John Harper; and Longfellow’s ‘‘ Evan- 
geline,” with illustrations by Charles Howard Johnson. All are 
pretty little volumes, bound im half cloth, gilt-topped, and pro- 
vided with paper boxes, (Frederick A. Stokes Co,)——-IRENE 
E, JEROME has designed an ‘‘ Every Day Banner,” which is a 
number of cards tied together with blue ribbon and containing 
texts in Gochic print from Browning, Howells and others, in a 
frame of blue gentians.* She has designed, also, a ‘‘Joy Ban- 
ner” of the same nature, framed in nasturtiums; a ‘‘ Rest Ban- 
ner,” with sweet peas, and some pretty borders of vinlets to a 
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poem by W. C. Gannett. They are neatly printed and decorativ® 
in appearance, (Lee & Shepard.) 





MRs, .OLIPHANT’S ‘‘Victorian Age of English Literature” reap- 
pears in two handsome cloth-bound volumes, with many portraits. 
Photogravures of Queen Victoria and of the author serve as frontis- 
pieces, and Lord Brougham, Lockhart, John Stuart Mill, Lord 
Tennyson and others are reproduced in the same manner. Char- 
lotte Bronté’s smiling face is copied from an old steel engraving, 
Carlyle’s portrait is from an etching, Cardinal Newman's from an 
engraving in stipple. These, though separately printed, are not 
at all as well printed as the text. (Lovell, Coryell & Co,)—— 
‘¢ PICTURES FROM BOHEMIA,” with text by Mr. James Barker, 
F. R. G. S,, is a new issue in a well-known and popular series. 
It is a quarto volume, with a map of the country and 108 illustra- 
tions, many of them full-page, from sketches and water-colors by 
Walter Crane, H. Whatley and leading Bohemian artists. The 
range covers not merely the places comparatively familiar to tour- 
ists—Prague and the watering-places, Carlsbad, Marienbad, etc,,— 
but many out-of-the-way towns and villages where English-speak- 
ing people rarely’penetrate. The illustrations are well «xecuted, 
as in all the earlier ‘‘ Pictures,” but the text is most clumsily writ- 
ten, though seldom so bad as to be obscure. A man who has 
written as many books as Mr. Barker is credited with on the title- 
page, should have mastered the elements of English composition ; 
but most of his sentences would disgrace a schoolboy. (Fleming 
H. Revell Co,) 





Mr. HENRY STACY MARKS is a man not unknown in his lo- 
cality (London, England) as art-critic, student of bird-life, cari- 
caturist and decorator. His ‘‘ Pen and Pencil Sketches,” in two 
volumes, gives his recollections of Frederick Walker, Ruskin and 
Charles Keene, of Punch and its artists, the St. John’s Wood 
clique, picture exhibitions, models, London, Bampton and cther 
places. They are illustrated in part with reproductions of his own 
designs, but contain, also, some quaint drawings by Walker, 
Hodgson and others, (J. B. Lippincott Co,)——ILLUSTRATIONS 
in. half-tone and illustrations in pen-and-ink, by Mr. Clifford Carle- 
ton, decorate the pages of a new edition of Mr, Howells’s ‘‘ Their 
Wedding Journey.”. Basil and Isabel congratulate themselves 
upon the fact that they are unlikely to ‘‘ strike the public as brirlal” ; 
they wait at the station, they peer through the bars at Trinity 
Churchyard, they occupy a sheltered space aft of the saloon on the 
steamboat, they enjoy imaginary solitude in the railroad car, they 
find Rochester like Verona, wonder at the evidences of luxury that 
they find there, ‘‘so far from Boston,” see Niagara, pass through 
the ordeal of the breakfast-room at the hotel, sit'in a shady seat on 
the island, and otherwise enjoy themselves and each other in 
Montreal, Quebec and on their way home again. The book is 
bound in white and gold. (Houghton, Mifflin & Co.)——-THE 
CAMBRIDGE EDITION of the complete works of John Greenleaf 
Whittier, in one volume, follows, as to text and arrangement, the 
Riverside Edition, except that it contains the poems that were 
printed after his death in a separate volume entitled ‘‘ Sundown,” 
and also a few poems that have turned upsince. A new biograph- © 
ical sketch and a few notes have been added. The frontispiece is 
an engraved portrait of Mr. Whittier, and the title-page is or ia- 
mented by a vignette of his old home at Amesbury, Mass. A 
chronological list of Mr. Whittier’s poems, an index of last lines, 
and an index of titles are added. (Houghton, Mifflin & Co.). 





THE BEST POINT in the make-up of the Van Tassel Edi- 
tion of Irving’s ‘‘ Sketch Book” is furnished by the pretty bor- 
ders, in red and green, of holly and ivy, mistletoe and hawthorn, 
which frame in the pages. The illustrations, mostly process-re- 
productions of drawings in black-and-white, or oil-paintings im 
grisaille, have the usual faults of such reproductions when rot 
carefully corrected by hand-work on the plate: they are heavy and 
opaque as to the shadows, and confused as to the lights, The 
originals are by Messrs. Julian Rix, Arthur Backham, Allen Barraud 
and F, S, Church, whose illustration to the ‘‘ Spectre Bridegroom “ 
is the best in the two volumes. Some old-time drawings in outline 
by F. O. C, Darley, illustrating ‘‘ Rip Van Winkle,” are also re- 
produced, and ars in extreme contrast, in all but the ability of the 
draughtsman, to the other pictures. A few photographs have also 
been utilized. The press-work is excellent; the registering of the 
borders, especially, calling for a word of praise. The cover is a 
handsome one, in dark blue and gold. (G. P. Putnam’s Sons). 
‘*AT THE GHOsT-HouUR” is the common title of four tiny 
volumes of ghost stories from the German of Paul Heyse, trans-

lated by Frances Van Santford, and with decorations by Alice C- 


Morse, The tales are ‘‘Midday Magic,” ‘‘The Fair Atigail,” 
‘*The Forest Laugh” and *‘The House of the Unbelieving 
Thomas,” The decorations are pretty pen-and-ink vignettes scat- 
tered through the text and over the margins. The binding has a 
dreamy grey tone over a ghostly design in black and red. which 
may have been suggested by the effect of a tissue-paper wrapper, 
but which nevertheless has an eerie effect. The four little books 
are put up in a box. (Dodd, Mead & Co,)———‘‘ SAMANTHA 
AMONG the Colored Folks,” by Marietta Holly (Josiah Allen’s 
Wife) is dedicated to ‘‘ all who work for the advancement of true 
liberty, irrespective of color or sex.” It is a new edition, with a 
new title, of ‘‘Samantha on the Race Problem,” and will be wel- 
comed by those who have not secured a copy of the original, if 
only for the many clever and amusing pen-and-ink drawings by 
Mr. E, W. Kemble. (Dodd, Mead & Co.) 





ONE OF THE BEST itineraries of the California tour is Charles 
Augustus Stoddard’s ‘‘ Beyond the Rockies."" The route was by 
the Sunset line to Southern California, and northward, including 
visits to the Lick telescope, Yosemite Valley, ‘the Chinatown of 
San Francisco and other features of the somewhat incongruous 
assortment of attractions which, beside the ‘‘climate,” entice the 
tourist to the Far West. The usual topics are treated as freshlylas 
their hackneyed condition permits, and the prospective traveler 
will find the book unprejudiced, reliable and entertaining. Writers 
who desire to grapple with the peculiarities of the California climate 
would profit by a perusal of Prof. Josiah Royce’s ‘‘ California,” 
which affords the best brief exposition that we have seen of the 
atmospheric idiosyncrasies which are a source of pleasure and profit 
to the dwellers by the Pacific. Areference to this work would 
have enabled Dr. Stoddard to write more exactly upon this inter- 
esting subject. (Charles Scribner’s Sons. ) A HANDY, practical 
and reliable guide is ‘‘ Cruising in the Netherlands,”’ by G. Chris- 
topher Davies, well-known for his earlier and larger work on Dutch 
waterways. In the little volume before us, Mr. Davies has mapped 
out what is beyond doubt the most picturesque and enjoyable trip 
through the Netherlands that can be made by water. Such a trip 
surpasses in interest all that travel by railroad can give in the coun- 
try of dams, dykes and canals, and has the additional attraction of 
being realizable at a moderate cost. Mr. Davies has completed his 
good work by giving names and addresses of people who make it 
their business to furnish pleasure-craft of all kinds for cruises in the 
Netherlands. (London: Jarrold & Sons.) 








A ‘*CALENDAR OF MADONNAS,” designed by Mrs. Fanny J. 
Edgerton, has six circular pictures of the Virgin and Child printed 
in light tones of color on thiek paper, tied with lilac-colored rib- 
bon,——-A ‘‘FROM MONTH to Month Calendar” has twelve 
drawings of children in facsimile of water-color paintings, by Eliz- 
abeth J. Tucker. THE ‘‘MORAN CALENDAR” consists of 
twelve reproductions of water-colors by Mr. Percy Moran, more 
elaborate as to grouping and background than those above no- 
ticed.—-—-T 4E ‘‘OLD WoMAN in the Shoe” calendar and the 
‘* Polar Beir” calendar are intended to stand upon desk or table, 
the bear having the days of each month printed conveniently on the 
inside of his pink umbrella, and the old woman hiding the calendar 
inside her shoe-buckle, All these are published by the Frederick A. 
Stokes Co., as is also a book of ‘‘ Children of Colonial Days,” for 
which Mr, Percy Moran has furnished many large drawings in 
colors, and Elizabeth J. Tucker numerous pretty borders in pen- 
and-ink, together with stories and poems about the little folk that 
appear in the pictures. ——‘‘ FABER’S HYMNS” have long been 
among the most cherished treasures of the church universal. Their 
deep spirituality, the hold which they take on things: unseen, their 
sympathetic appreciation of life’s perplexities, have endeared them 
to thousands “4 devout souls, to whom they have brought comfort, 
and hope, and inspiration, The edition best known in this coun- 
try is the attractive, illustrated one published in 1875. Another, 
also illustrated, and also very pretty in its white and gold binding, 
has just been issued. The hymns are the sdme as in the former 
edition, except that five are omitted and one added. The intro- 
ductory memoir is longer and more satisfactory. There are fifty 
illustrations, quite.different in motive and style from those in the 
previous volume. A charming and appropriate Christmas gift. 
(T. Y. Crowell & Co). 








IN ‘‘ SHARPS AND Fats,” Mr. John Nevil Maskelyne gives an 
insight into the secrets of cheating in modern games of chance and 
skill, which should make interesting reading for ‘‘ that majority 
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spoken of by Carlyle, and which may be said to include all gamb- 
lers."" Not only are all gamblers fools, but, in the author's 
opinion, all are, or are on the way to become, dishonest. But, as 
the chances of the rogues depend largely on the ignorance of the 
fools, he believes it may check the development of rascality to 
publish the means employed by the most advanced sharpers. 
These include a few of the old tricks dependent upon slight of 
hand, but the majority of those that he describes are recently in- 


* vented appliances, such as the ‘‘ San Francisco hold-out ”’ and vari- 


ous ‘‘reflectors,’’ which can be inserted in a pipe-bowl or pinned 
under the edge of a table. These machines, he says, are manu- 
factured principally in New York and San Francisco and are openly 
dealt in, there being apparently no law against manufacturing or 
selling them. The cleverest modern rogues, however, dispense 
with all appliances and methods of manipulation, which may pos- 
sibly be detected, and trust to memorizing the order of the cards, 
and to collusions. Games with dice and roulette are also examined, 
and the author finds cheating prevalent everywhere. In an appen- 
dix he presents a trade-list of fraudulent appliances, and remarks 
that the demand for these ‘‘ goods ” cannot come wholly from pro- 
fessional gamblers. (Longmans, Green & Co.) 





Books for the Young 


Three of Mr. Henty’s New Stories for Boys 
1. When London Burned. 2. Wulf, the Saxon, 3. In the Heart of the 

Rockies. By G.A. Henty. Illustrated, Charles Scribner's Sons, 

AS USUAL, the holiday season of juvenile books begins with 
three of Mr. Henty’s volumes for boys. Mr. Henty looks out for 
his own, and the lads who keep up to date with his publications 
will not only have constantly before them the ideals of courage, in- 
tegrity and kindness, but will unconsciously find themselves pretty 
well up in history. Nothing is too obscure or too ancient for Mr. 
Henty’s glowing pen, and from the early Egyptian dynasties to the 
last civil war he has illuminated and vitalized so many periods of 
history that the obscurity of the ages is enlightened. Neither does 
Mr. Henty confine himself to history, for he is as much at home 
on the cattle ranches of Texas or in the prison mines of Siberia. 
The proof of his popularity lies in the fact that he is read as eagerly 
by the children of our foreign population, born in far-away Poland 
or within the Pale, as by the lads, who, brought up in English 
public schools, have during all their life been accustomed to the 
severe syntax of Mr. Henty’s somewhat heavy style. ‘*‘When 
London Burned” (1) is a tale of the great fire of 1666, but it 
covers other ground as well—notably that of the Restoration, the 
Plague and the war with the Dutch. The story opens with the 
death of the hero’s father, Sir Aubrey Shenstone. He had been 
one of the staunch supporters of the Crown against the pretensions 
of Cromwell, and when the latter won the field, he, like many 
another Royalist, lost his estates and all his worldly possessions. 
He had never been a man of any providence or great force of 
character, and his death merely deprived his sixteen-year-old son 
of a protector in name, for the boy had since his twelfth year been 
thrown upon his own resources, With a good education and the 
balance and judgment of a nian as his only fortune, young Cyril 
Shenstone, who at once dropped the title of Sir, started out in 
London to gain a humble support. _He became a scrivener and 
accountant for merchants, many,of whom, in those days, only 
needed clerical assistance for a few hours a day, for which service 
they paid by the hour. Cyril finally entered the family of a good 
old sea captain, who had set up as a merchant in ships’ stores. 
Looking over his accounts, Cyril found that the good man was 
being systematically robbed. Nothing could be more interesting 
than the description that follows of the primitive way of doing 
business then. Mr. Henty has known just what will interest the 
boys of this age of mercantile careers, But Cyril was not long to 
remain inglorious and obscure. He and the captain tracked the 
robbers and had them arrested. The result of this was the kid- 
napping of Cyril, to prevent his giving evidence against them at 
the trial. From this time on his life is one of adventure and 
restoration. He meets Prince Rupert and old friends of his father, 
and in due time is restored to his position and estates. The 
climaxes of the book naturally are the periods of the Plague and 
the Fire, but they are not more interesting than those pages that 
are apparently less significant. Indeed, this is altogether one of 
the most interesting of Mr. Henty’s stories. 

‘« Wulf the Saxon” (2) is a story of the time of Harold and the 
Battle of Hastings, Wulf is a young Saxon Thane stationed, with 
his master, then Earl Harold, at the court of Edward the Confessor. 
Already, owing to the French influence under which Edward had 
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been educated, London was full of Norman nobles. Wulf opens 
his career by getting into trouble with the page of a Norman bishop. 
But this little adventure sobers his temper and matures his judg- 
ment, and thereafter, though a boy in years, he shows the wisdom 
and moderation of aman. He accompanies Harold on the ili- 
omened hunting excursion that blew him on the French coast and 
placed him in William of Normandy’s power. In this volume, as in 
the first, Mr. Henty has illuminated the daily life of his characters 
as well as the supreme moments of heroism and danger. The 
exciting and troublous times, however, gave men and kings very 
little leisure to cultivate arts or manners: fighting was the order 
of the day, and it was only after the Normans had conquered 
England and the English in turn had conquered them that repose 
and cultivation of any kind settled down on British soil. The 
Battle of Hastings and Harold’s death are told in fitting language, 
and the story ends with Wulf’s marriage to a Norman maiden of 
gentle birth. ‘‘ In the Heart of the Rockies” (3) is Mr. Henty'’s de- 
scription of the experiences of an English lad, who, during the early 
days of 1860, before the exploration of the Colorado River by Major 
Powell, went west to seek his fortune. Years before, an uncle had 
left his native soil to cast in his lot with the mining colonies of the 
west. It was to find and join this uncle that Tom Wade sailed 
from Portsmouth in the Parthia and struck out across the plains for 
the little town of Denver. He fotind that his uncle had gone still 
further west into the Ute district, prospecting. Here, after being 
properly outfitted at Denver by one of his uncle's pals, Tom finally 
joins him, and their escapes and adventures thereafter are thrilling 
enough to satisfy the most exacting reader. There is something 
incongruous, however, in the sober and historic style in which Mr. 
Henty tells this tale of western hand-to-mouth life. Freighted with 
the almost classic English in which the miners sometimes clothe 
their thoughts, the story lacks the subtle something we call 
** atmosphere.” Nevertheless, it is full of instructing and consci- 
entiously wrought material, and will prove just as interesting to 
boys as if it had more of the flavor of Bret Harte in its pages. 





‘* The Boy Travellers in the Levant ” 

WHO COULD BELIEVE that fifteen volumes in one series should 
be written by a single person, and the last one prove as interesting 
as the first? Like Humboldt, who spent the active part of his life 
in exploration and travel, and the latter part in literary work, so 
our veteran American globe-traverser, Col. Thomas W. Knox, 
has, after his long-continued movements on land and water, settled 
down with his note-books, type-writer and reference library to tell 
good stories that inform as well as delight the young folks. We 
left our young friends Frank and Fred, Mrs. Bassett and Mary, 
with Dr. Bronson as guide, philosopher and friend, at Gibraltar. 
The ladies do most of the questioning and the boys answer, except 
when, in tight places, they gladly turn to Dr. Bronson, All of the 
party have keen eyes, make witty or suggestive observations, and 
crack the jokes and tell the stories which generally fit into the situa- 
tion as neatly as mortice into tenon. Crossing the Straits of 
Gibraltar, they reach Tangier, and introduce us to that city of 
moonlight-silvered terraces, Moorish cafés and stange old mosques. 
Thence they start towards the rising sun, getting out at Melila, 
where we have a pretty good and very clear account of the recent 
short-lived war between the Spaniards and the Riffs. We discover 
that as much lead is required to turn men into corpses in trans- 
Atlantic as in cis-Atlantic wars. At Algiers we learn how well the 
French have done for the civilization of northern Africa, and real- 
ize how two races live peaceably together. Going still further, 
after enjoying scores’ of pictures as well as the pleasant story in the 
text, we accompany our young friends south-westwardly into the 
Desert and have glimpses of the wonderful ways of life in the dry 
land. We are told how the French captured and hold Tunis. This 
ancient site of Carthage opens an inviting gateway into Roman his- 
tory and Carthagenian and Phoenician archeology. At Malta the 
young folks stop to enjoy the flowers and the comforts of civiliza- 
tion, and then comes a charming visit to Athens, where we hear 
all about Dr. Schliemann and the work of the excavators, Travel- 
ling northward to Constantinople and Scutari, we listen to chat 
about the Turks, the Sultan, the Koran and the relics of ancient 
Christian art. The Colonel is a good cicerone, but never a severe 
critic, and so he is more likely to get a gold medal from the Otto- 


man government than to have his books interdicted. Smyrna and 
Ephesus are also visited, as are the islands of Rhodes and Cyprus, 
and the voyage ends in Syria, at Beyrout. On reaching the dominions 
of the Turk it is found that human muscles take the place of the 
muscles of quadrupeds, and work’ is done by man rather than by 
harnessed and tamed brutes. Some people will probably find fault . 
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with the Colonel for not calling a jinrikisha a ‘‘’rickshaw,” but 
our author has a kind of politeness towards words and things, as 
well as towards his own friends. We are pleased to note that the 
same conscientious accuracy and care in stating facts is observable 
in this book as in the others of the series. (Harper & Bros.) 





** The Yellow Fairy Book "” 
Edited by Andrew Lang. Jilustrated by H. $. Ford, Longmans, 
Green & Co. 

IT IS WELL for the fairy-loving public that Mr. Andrew Lang 
should go bravely on publishing his delightful Red, Blue, Green, 
and Yellow Fairy Books as if the cry of ‘‘too many books” had 
never been uttered. The juvenile clientéle whom he addresses is 
an ever-increasing one and is as many-colored as Joseph's or as 
Parsifal’s coat. So skilful a caterer as this keen-eyed Scotchman 
is not often found: an intellectual gourmand of the first water, 
long since awarded the cordon dleu in the fine art of fairy-tales, 
he knows what his public likes—the exacting, appreciative boy-and- 
girl public whose instinctive cleverness tells them what is good 
and what is not. His sympathetic nature makes all children con- 
genial to him, and he has remained child enough, despite Homeric 
disquisitions and scientific fads in folk-lore, to pick out with in- 
fallible taste just what they like. ‘‘ The Yellow Fairy Book” 
(which we hope will be followed by ‘‘ The Rainbow Fairy Book ”’) 
is a charming harbinger of Christmas, full of tales from uncouth 
tongues like Polish, Hungarian, Russian and Red Indian, but also 
sprinkled with old favorites like Andersen’s ‘‘ Tin Soldier and 
Grimm's ‘‘Iron Stone.” ‘A glimpse or two from the fanciful 
French ‘‘ Cabinet des Fées’’ is also to be found in this capital 
collection, which is prefaced by a good-natured but sharp-tongued 
stricture on the false position of Mr. Laurence Gomme and his 
rather portentous Folk-Lore Society. These short-sighted folk do 
not want what they call ‘‘true”’ folk-tales mixed up in volumes 
like this with the exquisite inventions of the Danish: and German 
fairy-tale writers, The mere delectation of children big or little is 
not what the members of this society want; they are after Science, 
quotha! Mr. Lang will have none of it in that.section of his work 
dedicated pueris virgintbusgue. His book begins with this bal- 
lad ‘‘ To Joan, Toddles and Tiny ” :— 

‘* Books Yellow, Red, and Green, and Blue, 
All true, or just as good as true, 
And here’s the Yellow Book for you / 


Hard is the path from A to Z, 
And Lar npg Se a curly head, 
Yet leads to Books—Green, Blue, and Red. 


For every child should understand 
That letters from the first were planned 
To guide us into Fairy Land. 


So labor at your Alphabet, 
For by that learning shall you get 
To lands where Fairies may be met. 


And going where this pathway goes, 
You, too, at last, may find, who knows? 
The Garden of the Singing Rose.” 





Wagner's Music Dramas 

‘‘THE WAGNER STORY BOOK: Firelight Tales of the Great 
Music Dramas” is a dip into the wonderland of German legend as 
found in Wagner's //brett/ and operas, and as interpreted by Mr. 
W. H. Frost. This wonderland is the land of the Eddas, of the la 
of the Nibelungen, the home of Wolfram and Hartmann and Wal- 
ther and Longfellow’s ‘‘Golden Legend,” a story-land full to 
bursting of the marvellous blossoms of Old German poems and min- 
strelsy. Tennyson has turned some of these legends into exquisite 
verse; Wagner, exercising a kindred art, converted others into pas- 
sionate and beautiful music. Whether preserved in idyll or in stormy 
music-drama, these wild and magic tales have fastened on the 
popular imagination, and have become an intimate part of modern 
thought through the American, the English and the German poet 
highest in the estimation of contemporaries. The Search for the 
Grail, the Knight of the Swan, the Ring of the Nibelungen, the 
Spectre Ship, the Story of Parsifal are some of these rich themes 
on and out of which Wagner wrought his wondrous music-em- 
broideries. Mr. Frost sits before the evening fire with his little 
girl and sees the legends rise out of the glowing embers one by 
one, and, as each vague figure looms and lightens before him for a 
moment, he tells its s' in charmingly poetic language, aided by 
Mr.. Burleigh’s = illustrations. Ten of the legends are thus 
instructively unfolded. One could have wished less vagueness, less 
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revery, more distinctness in telling these remarkable tales ; no names 
are given, and one is occasionally at a loss, unless very familiar 
with modern opera, to place them accurately; still, ‘‘charming ” 
is the best word with which to characterize them, vague as they are. 
(Charles Scribner’s Sons.) 


Other Publications for the Young 

THE SPARKLE of frost and of Santa Claus is already in the air 
when such charming books as ‘‘ Tales from Hans Andersen,” 
illustrated by Lemann, begin to fall like bright autumn [eaves 
around us, and to fill us with expectation and longing. Andersen 
is truly the ‘‘ Great Magician” who never fails to come at the 
right time and cheer the children with his exquisite poems in prose 
—this time the prose of Mme. de Chatelain. We have casually 
taken up one of her translations and compared it with the Danish 
original, only to be gratified by the felicity of the work. The 
translator is not a word-for-word pedant; she catches merrily and 
fluently the spirit of the original and reproduces it in crisp, idiom- 





atic English which a ciever child can readily understand; the ° 


beautiful illustrations do the rest. Seventeen of the tales are thus 
reproduced in handsome, large type. Never were fairy tales pre- 
sented in more fascinating form for children of from eight to 
twelve years of age, with the fairyland of childhood still clinging 
to their little imaginations. Grown-up folks, indeed, have been 
heard to declare that they ‘‘ go wild’’ over Hans Andersen, who 
ne really become the Danish Kris Kringle. (J. B. Lippincott 
0.) 





MR, PALMER Cox’s fourth book of Brownies shows how ‘‘ The 
Brownies Around the World” have gone, taking in Canadian snows 
and rapids, crossing the Atlantic on a raft, doing Ireland ina 
jaunting-car, visiting Robbie Burns’s cottage, trying to see London 
through the fog, picnicking on Napoleon's tomb, seeing a bull-fight 
at Cadiz, climbing like flies over St, Peter’s dome, boating 
down the Bosphorus, investigating the Sphinx, and having glorious 
fun in various other countries. They bring up at last at the North 
Pole, where they seem to be frozen in at present. ——Mr,. P. S. NEW- 
ELL’s ‘‘ Topsys and Turvys” bid fair to rival the Brownies in 
popular favor, Their second appearance is even more astonishing 
than their first. They show how the tables were turned on a certain 
wicked horseman, how bathers may be metamorphosed into booby 
birds, how a Malay pirate was hoist with his own petard ; they show 
the disastrous effect of wintry sunshine upon the fair complexions 
of the Heckson girls, and how a poetic shepherd may come to look 
very like a goat, About half the designs are in colors. (The 
Century Co. )——-THE ‘‘ANNUAL OBJECT Book” for 1895 is wholly 
made up of pictures of animals, fallow-deer and reindeer, gold- 
fishes and codfish, hedgehog and ground-hog, cardinal bird and 
mocking-bird, and many other birds, beasts, fishes and insects. 
All are printed in colors and strongly caged in an illuminated cover. 
(F. Warne & Co.) THE “' SHIELD OF FAITH "’ is a shield-shaped 
pad of pictures and texts, some colored, others uncolored, to be 
painted by hand; and a few blank shields to tempt the amateur 
designer, (Frederick Warne & Co.) 





THE HARPERS have done a good thing in reprinting from their 
spirited little weekly paper for young people, ‘* Bible Stories For 
the Young.” We cannot pass by the cover without indulging in 
amoment's delight over its dotted lines of silver and its pretty 
decoration of the white torch and lillies upon a chaste Quaker-like 
cover, With each of the stories is a handsome reproduction, on 
thick laid. paper, of the picture of some famous French artist. 
Those who have seen the pictures in a-weekly paper, however, 
will get no idea of the excellence of the reproductions. The stories 
deal with the eternally interesting episodes of the sacrifice of Noah, 
the courting of Rebecca, of Esther, Esau and Jacob, Israel in 
Egypt, little Samuel, David and Jonathan, Jesus—the infant and 
the man—and Peter and Mary, The writers of these stories are 

the Rev. Drs, William Elliot Griffis, John R. Paxton, John F, 
' Hurst, John Hall, William M. Taylor, Henry C. Potter, Robert S. 
McArthur, Charles H. Parkhurst, James M. Ludlow and John H. 
Vincent. Three of the authors are. bishops, and two others are 
ladies—Katharine Crooks and Mrs, Margaret E. Sangster. The 
style is neither above nor below the capacities of the children who 
read Harper's Young People. (Harper & Bros.) A NEW EDI- 
TION of Kate Douglas Wiggin’s pretty story, ‘‘ Timothy's Quest,” 
is made y attractive by a large number of spirited little pen- 
and-ink designs by Oliver Herford, who adds some quaint fancies 
of his own in the way of vignettes and head-pieces—old harpies 
sitting on a branch, Timothy riding Pegasus, and Joe Slocum in, 
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the guise of a polite bear with angel's wings. The cover is a 
novelty in book-cover decoration, having corner-pieces in gold on 
rough, blue canvas. (Houghton, Mifflin & Co.) 





Two OTHER BOOKS before us are for boys only, ‘‘ The Great 
Cattle Trail,”” by Ed S. Ellis, and ‘‘ Richard Dare’s Venture,’”’ by 
Edward Stratemeyer, this last being the first volume in the Bound 
to Succeed Series. It is a story of New York life, the description 
of the fortunes that awaited Richard Dare, when, after the acci- 
dent that killed his father, he came to the city to seek support for 
his mother and sisters. His arrival in the city is heralded by an 
accident to his train, but, nothing daunted, he picks himself up 
along with the hand luggage of a fellow passenger and goes on his 
way rejoicing. That accident is the beginning of his luck, for 
in the wreck he comes across an old army comrade of his father’s, 
who finally establishes the proof for a pension for Mr. Dare’s 
widow, and the gentleman whose luggage Richard carried off 
gives him a place in the city and otherwise befriends him, It is a 
good story as boys’ tales go, not so unreal as to be unplausible, and 
not real enough to make a boy call it slow. (The Merriam Co.). 
——WITH SUCH STORIES as the above coming from the presses 
monthly, it will behoove Mr. Ellis to look to the kind of entertain- 
ment he provides for his readers. The days when Indian and 
hunting stories were the rage are fast being supplemented by the 
passion for those of the successful achievement of quick fortunes 
in the metropolis. The plains and great river basins of the West 
have been pretty well stalked for game, and the best-constructed 
wigwams won't take the place of the flimsiest skyward building 
with an elevator. Life now can be more thrilling to a boy ina 
twelve-foot office in Wall Street than in the whole area of western 
Texas. ‘* The Great Cattle Trail” is not unlike Mr. Ellis’s other 
hunting stories, except in a change of venue, It is the first in the 
‘*Forest and Prairie Series,’’ and starts its hero, Avon Burnet, 
out on his adventures through the Lone Star State. (Porter & 
Coates. ) 





‘‘A Book OF FalRY TALES,” retold by S. Baring Gould, in- 
cludes many of the old favorites from Perrault, Mme. d’Aulnoy, 
Mme. de Beaumont and Grimm. Mr. Gould has tried to ‘‘ elimi- 
nate the grandiloquent language which has clung to some of 
them,” but we cannot.say that he has succeeded any better than 
Mr. Lang. His notes), however, are more to the point. From 
them we learn that the giant in Jack and the Beanstalk is Odin, or 
Wotan, the bean is Ygdrasal, and the giant’s wife is Freya. Puss 
in Boots comes from Straparola, Cinderella and the Sleeping 
Beauty from the Pentamarone, Valentine and Orson was first printed 
at Lyons in 1489. The White Cat has come down to us from the 
Iron Age. Mr. A. J. Gaskin’s pictures add a new charm to these 
ancient tales. They are in the manner of the early German and 
Italian woodcuts, and, like them, harmonize delightfully with the 
type. Much of the beauty of the page is to be credited to the 
printers, the Constables of Edinburgh. The cover is olive green 
and gold,. (Dodd, Mead & Co.)\——‘' GALA Day Books ” come 
four in a box, bound in gilt-lettered cloth of divers colors. Each 
contains three stories by Frances Isabel Currie, and an illustration 
to each story. The stories include ‘‘ The Sedgwicks’ New Year,” 
‘¢St. Valentine’s Fugitive,” A Peace Offering,” ‘‘A Sham Battle 
and a Real Hero” and ‘‘ A Fourthof July Fire.” (Hunt & Eaton.), 
‘* To. GREENLAND AND THE POLE” is a tale of Arctic ad- 
venture by Gordon Staples, M. D., who professes to have drawn 
his hero from the explorer Fridjof Nansen, and his other charac- 
ters also from life. The description of the adventures in the Sea of 
Ice is taken from his own journals. There are plenty of other ad- 
ventures on Greenland’s Icy Mountains, along Norwegian fiords, 
and at the North Pole. The illustrations in half-tone are much 
better than is customary in books of the sort. There is, also, an 
interesting map of the North circumpolar regions, prepared speci- 
ally for the book, (Charles Scribner’s Sons. ) 








WE THINK there will be something akin to disappointment in 
the minds of some of the little maids who receive Miss Coolidge’s 
latest volume, ‘‘Not Quite Eighteen,” when they find that its alluring 
title refers to the number of stories in the book, and not to the at- 
tractive age of a possible heroine. But the book is meant for chil- 
dren, little girls chiefly, who are far this side of the romantic age, 
and who will find many of their own quaint little fancies portrayed 
here with all the warm and glowing reality of life, in such tales as 
‘* Three Little Candles,”” ‘‘ The Corn Ball Monkey,” ‘‘ A Nursery 
Tyrant,”. and so forth. When, since she put pento |: 

Miss Coolidge ever failed to touch the heart and the imagination: 
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of her little people? She began to write before it was the thing to 
draw floods of tears from childish readers over the agonies of the 
poor, and she has continued, notwithstanding a strong literary in- 
fluence to the contrary, to write simple and natural stories whose 
burden of brief narration is some happy incident or whimsical 
fancy or touching manifestation of child nature. To how many 
would we like to say, admire and imitate! (Roberts Bros.) 
TWO VOLUMES of short stories with a decidedly religious tend- 
ency are ‘‘‘A Matter of Honor” and ‘‘ Two Knights Errant,” by 
Barbara Yechton. They are pleasantly told stories with a tiny 
moral concealed in them, like the prize tied up in each Christmas 
package of candy. The books are gaily bound in red and white, 
and are illustrated. (Thomas Whittaker. ) 








Two SLIM LITTLE VOLUMES by Miss A. G. Plympton, the au- 
thor of ‘‘Dear Daughter Dorothy,” are ‘‘Rags and Velvet 
Gowns ”’ and ‘‘ Penelope Prig, and Other Stories,”" Unfortunately, 
tales with the pronounced sentimentality that these two contain 
have little to recommend them except their pleasant style. They 
are written for children too young to have much knowledge of right 
and wrong, and too inexperienced to have felt the softening influ- 
ence of suffering; and yet, in these stories, as inso many of the 
same character, the little people are heavily overstocked with the 
feelings and ethics of grown-up beings, and with problems of 
unequal suffering that it would take a wiser head than a child’s to 
understand. ‘‘ Rags and Velvet Gowns” is the story of a poor 
little mill-hand who had one treasure, a hemlock standing in the 
little plot of ground in front of his home. He starved and per- 
ished with cold, but it flourished in the generous earth, and, as he 
lay dying at Christmas time, his employer’s little daughter came 
and had the tree cut down for her festival. She invited him, and 
he was carried over and died as the candles lighted up the scene. 
‘Penelope Prig’’ is the tale of a poor child andarich one. As the 
riches are unevenly divided, so, likewise are the virtues, and Pene- 
lope comes off with very few. But Linda, the poor girl, is gener- 
ously endowed with them, misfortune in the shape of a drunken 
father, a termagant of a mother and a sickly brother, having de- 
veloped them in her, and so, at the last, she shares them with 
Penolope. Towards the end, too, Linda’s burden is lightened 
and things are somewhat averaged, If Miss Plympton, who has a 
distinct taleat for story-telling, would but magnify the merry sides 
of children’s characters and so increase the sum of happiness, in- 
stead of the misery of life, even if it be in fiction, we are sure that 
her little readers would always welcome her stories, for, without 
power to analyze or express it, they are keen judges of the char- 
acter of the entertainment provided for them, (Roberts Bros.) 





_ ‘* ANOTHER GIRL’S EXPERIENCE,” by Leigh Webster, is 
a somewhat ambitious attempt to tell the miseries and heart- 
aches that are concealed under the mantle of luxury, and the bitter 


lives that are spent within the houses of the rich, A little country’ 


girl, eldest daughter of a struggling minister, comes to New York 
to be companion to a nervous invalid. Surrounded by art and 
beauty with everything that money can buy, the invalid’s life is yet 
one long torment of ennui and egoism. If the little country girl, 
with her sweet disposition and her pardonable longing for a broader 
existence, needed a salutary desson to inculcate contented poverty, 
she has it. But finally she learns that the source of all this wreck 
and suffering is a worthless son—a son who, in the end, is the 
cause of the tragedy of the book. The story is a wholesome one in 
spite of its revelation of grief and crime. The author has handled 
her material delicately and brought many ponte influences of work 
and fine character to show this modern little heroine with her in- 
nocent ‘‘ hankering’ for independence where self-improvement and 
duty lay. Just who the other girl is that had some experiences to 
relate we do not understand; or does Miss Webster in her title 
refer to juvenile literature in general ? (Roberts Bros.) 





‘‘CHILD-LIFE and Childhood of Remarkable Women,” by that 
prolific author and compiler, W. H. D. Adams, was first pub- 
lished in 1883, and is tobe found in most libraries. The recent 
issue, or reprint, is apparently from the original plates, unrevised, 
* for the first sentence, with two odd blunders, remains unchanged :— 
“If the old adage be true that ‘the boy makes the man,’ the con- 
verse, I suppose, must also be true, that the girl makes the wo- 
man.” And further on, speaking of Harriet Martineau, Mr. 
Adams says that ‘‘she could see everybody’s faults and failings but 
her own. This, it is true, is not an uncommon example of lu- 
cidity, but in her it reached colossal proportions.”’ Despite these 
and other indications of the author’s limited acquaintance with the 
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meanings of words, the volume has its value. It shows how m 
early influences and surroundings and training have to do, not 
with a woman’s: character, but. also with the development of her 
enius. Burney, Inchbald, Bronté, Coleridge, Somerville, Mit- 
ord, Montagu, Herschel and Fry are some of the thirty illustrious 
names that here serve to point a, moral, The last chapter, on 
Mme. Roland, Mme. Michelet and Eugénie de Guerin, is especially 
entertaining. The author gives an admirable translation of Mme. 
Michelet’s touching story of her childhood. (E, P, Dutton & Co,)—— 
‘‘THE FARMER'S Boy,” written.and illustrated. with photographs 
from life by Clifton Johnson, relates and pictures the events and 
experiences of a year—wet feet in’ January, fireside, or, rather, 
stove-side comfort on cold days, coasting, drinking sap fresh from 
the maple, fishing, boating, Fourth of July, chestnutting, corn- 
husking and ‘‘potato-bugging.’’ The pictures are in half-tone and 
are exceptionally good. (D. Appleton & Co,) 





“\¢ CHILDREN’S SINGING GAMES,” collected and edited by Alice 
B. Gomme, and pictured in black-and-white by Winifred Smith, 
contains eight game songs set to music, of which the first three 
and the last are among the.commonest games in English-speaking 
countries, and may be heard in New York exactly as here given. 
Thé others appear to be more local, especially ‘‘ Here 
Three Dukes a-Riding” and ‘‘We are the Rovers,” which ma 
have originated on the marches between England and Scotland. 
Miss Gomme gives not only the words of the games, but directions 
playing them, which may be of value to children and teachers, for, 
while her notes at the end of the book will interest folk-lorists, 
Miss Smith’s drawings, somewhat in the manner of .Mr. Walter 
Crane and Miss Kate Greenaway, have more movement and char- 
acter and are quite as decorative in effect. Weare sure to hear 
more of this new illustrator of child-life, in the future. “The book 
is printed on drawing-paper, and the pictures may prove tempting 
to the young colorist. (Macmillan & Co,) 





‘‘IMAGINOTIONS” is a book of nonsense tales, by Tudor 
Jenks, which have amused readers of S¢, (Vicholas for several 
past. No éffort has been made to render them logical, consistent 
or probable: they are of the wild and fanciful sort that children 
tell each other with that air of delicious earnestness and conviction 
that asks no :questions—and answers none, South-Sea islanders 
on roller-skates mingle amiably with prehistoric dragons ; astrologers 
and giants lie down (metaphorically) together; pigmies and ‘* me- 
galopods ”’ cultivate each other’s society ; and a magic satchel turns 
itself inside out for the delectation of the little ones. The charm 
ing illustrations of some unnamed artist brighten every page or 
two of these ‘‘truthless tales,’ whose beautiful type reveals the 
workmanship of the De Vinne Press. The result is a Christmas 
book ‘fit for the court of Santa Claus,’ (The Century Co.)}—— 
‘*OLAF the Glorious,’ by Robert Leighton, is a ‘‘ historical story,” 
its hero being Olaf Triggvison, King of Norway, whose career is 
followed from the days of his slavery in Esthonia, through the 
splendor of King Valdemar's court, his bold Viking tho ey and 
battles, to his conversion to Christianity in England and his death 
in battle—though legend says that he escaped and made a pilgrim- 
age to Rome. The story is told with spirit. (Charles Scribner's. 
Sons.)—-Amy E. BLANCHARD’S new book, ‘‘ Two Girls,” covers 
a considerable portion of the youth of its heroines, It is an inter+ 
esting story, and a wholesome one. The illustrations are by Ida 
Waugh, a popular Philadelphia artist. (J. B. Lippincott Co.) 





‘*A COMIC MILITARY ALPHABET ” makes fun of the gallant 
officers and men of the United States Army, Navy and Militia, 
from A—Admiral, in epaulets and gold lace, to Z—Zouave, in 
baggy breeches and jacket. It is patriotically bound in red, white 
and blue. (Frederick A. Stokes Co,)}——-Mr. EDWARD LEAR, 
whose nonsense is like no other man’s nonsense, is responsible for 
the two impossible stories, ‘‘The Owl and the Pussy Cat” and 
‘‘ The Duck and the Kangaroo,” which come in one volume. The 
first pair of animals sail away to the land where the Bong-tree 
grows, and are married with a ring from a pig’s snout. As for the 
tale of the Duck and the Kangaroo, its nonsense. is’ so elemental 
that we can give no account of it, and the pictures, by William 
Foster, like the text, defy analysis. (Frederick Warne & Co,)——~ 
Mr. OLIVER HERFORD's ‘‘ Artful Anticks” are those of an 
audacious kitten that wou/d look at the Prince of Wales for tio 
better reason than that a cat may look at’a king; ofan ant which 
gave a feast to which many came, but from which only one returned 
—the lion; an early owl that discovered no eerly worm; a giraffe, 
a geometrician, and other amusing creatures (The Century Co.)

THE REv. Dr. JAMES McCosH, D.D.,LL.D., Litt. D., ex-Presi- 
dent of the College of New Jersey, who died at Princeton on Nov. 
16, was born at Carskeoch, in Ayrshire, Scotland, on April 1, 1811, 
and received his education at the Universities of Glasgow and 
Edinburgh. He was ordained a minister of the Church of Scot-

land in 1835, taking charge of the parish of Arbroath, on the east 
coast of Scotland, which he left four years later, to accept a call to 
Brechin, In 1851 he was chosen to fill the Chair of Logic and 
Metaphysics in Queen's College, Belfast, and in 1868 came to this 
country to take the Presidency of Princeton College, from which 
he resigned in 1888. His influence in American education has 
been widely felt, spreading from the institution which he raised to 
its present prosperous state to all parts of the country. His pleas- 
ant personal relations with the students made it possible for him 
to influence them in many ways—emphasizing again the immense 
chasm that divides instruction and education, Notwithstanding 
the duties and responsibilities of his position, Dr. McCosh found 
time for the writing of many works on religious, moral and philo- 
sophical topics; he was, also, a frequent contributor to American 
and English periodicals. All his writings are distinguished by a 
clearness of diction and illustration that makes them understand- 
able and enjoyable even to the casual reader to whom philosophy 
is a closed book. Personally the great educator was tall and of 
commanding presence, and a rich vein of kindly Scotch humor il- 
luminated his conversation. 

The feeling of Princeton toward its fallen chief was simply, con- 
cisely and beautifully expressed in Dr. Henry van Dyke's words at 
the funeral, on Tuesday last :—‘‘ The duty which falls to me to- 
day is very simple and very sacred. A member of the first class 
that entered Princeton under the Presidency of Dr. McCosh, I am 
called here to speak not for myself alone, but in the name of two 
thousand old pupils who would pay the tribute of honor and love 
to the memory of our grand old man. We loved him because he 
loved Princeton. He was born: in Scotland, but he was born an 
American and Princetonian. If you could have opened his heart, 
you would have foutid ‘ Princeton’ written there. He was firmly 
convinced that this college, with its history, its traditions, and its 
Christian faith, was predestinated to become one of the great 
‘It is the will of God,’ he said, ‘and I 
will do it.’ A noble man, with a noble purpose, makes noble 
friends. Enthusiasm is contagious. Dr. McCosh laid the founda- 
tion of Princeton University broad and deep and strong; and he 
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left behind him a heritage of enthusiasm, .a Princeton spirit which 
will complete his work and never suffer it to fail. We love him 
because he loved truth, and welcomed it from whatever quarter of 
the wide heaven it might come. He had great confidence in God 
as the source of truth and the eternal defender of His true word. 
He did not conceive that anything would be discovered which God 
had not made. He did not suppose that anything would be 
evolved which God had not intended from the beginning. The 
value of his philosophy of commonsense was very great. But he 
taught his students something far more precious—to love reality 
in religion as in science, to respect all honest work, and to rever- 
ence every fact of nature and consciousness as an inevitable revela- 
tion from Almighty God. 

‘¢ We loved him because he loved us. He could not always 
call our names, but he always ‘knew us very well indeed,’ He 
knew that we were his boys. He sympathized with us in our dis- 
appointments. He was glad when anything good came to us. He 
was proud of those of you who have now honors. He honestly 
and warmly desired the temporal and eternal welfare of every one 
of his students. And so to-day the hearts of men all over this 
country, yes, and all around the world, are turning to this place 
with thoughts of sorrow, and pride, and loyal love. 

* O good gray head, which all men knew, * * * 
O iron nerve to true occasion true, 
O fallen at length that tower of strength 
Which stood four-square to all the winds that blew.’ 

‘‘But what of Dr. McCosh as a minister of Christ? It has 
been said that he was not a great preacher. Judged by an aca- 
demic standard, perhaps he was not. But he was a great man. 
His character was asermon. His life of action was sacred elo- 
quence. His old age of peaceful, genial, mellow beauty was like 
the benediction ‘ that follows after prayer.’ 

‘‘Farewell, beloved man of God and master of youth; grate- 
fully, affectionately, triumphantly we bid you farewell. You have 
fought a good fight; you have finished your course; you have kept 
the faith; you have received the crown of life from your Redeem- 
er’s hand. We would leave at your feet the unfading wreath of 
your old students’ honor and love.” 





William G. T. Shedd 


THE REv. Dr. William Greenough Thayer Shedd," who died 
on Nov. 17, was born in Acton, Mass., on June 21, 1820, and 
was graduated from the University of Vermont in 1839, and from 
Auburn Theological Seminary in 1843. He was pastor of the 
Congregational church in Brandon, Vt., during 1844, and in the 
following year accepted the Chair of English Literature in the Uni- 
versity of Vermont, which he occupied till 1852, when he was 
made Professor of Sacred Rhetoric in Auburn Theological Semin- 
ary. In 1853 he was called to the Andover Theological Semin- 
ary, which he left in 1862 to become associate minister of the 
Brick Church in this city. His connection with Union Theologi- 
cal Seminary began in 1863. In this institution he occupied the 
Chair of Biblical Literature for eleven years, and was then trans- 
ferred to the professorship of Systematic Theology, from which he 
retired four years ago, being made professor emeritus. Dr, Shedd 
was a prolific writer and translator. On the long list of his works 
the best known is ‘‘ Dogmatic Theology,” the third volume of 
which has recently appeared.

THE RUMOR had just reached us that Rubinstein had conquered 
his aversion to the ocean and was coming again to the United 


States. I for one was looking forward to a repetition of the en- 
joyment I had found in his first visit to this country when the news 
came that the great musician wasdead. Of all the pianists I have 
ever heard—and I have heard all who have played in this country 
for the past quarter of a century—not one impressed me with his 
greatness as did Rubinstein; and I have the satisfaction of know- 
ing that, from his first concert to his last, there were few given in 
this city or near it that I did 
not hear. I shall never for- 
get his first appearance at 
Steinway Hall, nor his last 
appearance at the same 
place; and it was also my 
good fortune to be present 
at his last concert in Lon- 
don. The intense excite- 
ment of the farewell in 
America I never expected to 
feel again, but the experi- 
ence was repeated in Eng- 
land. It was not only as a 
pianist that I admired Ru- 
binstein, but as a composer, 
No one, it.seems to me, has 
ever written such songs as 
he set to the words of Mirza 
Schaffy — not even Schu- 
mann himself. 
er 

I AM AFRAID that that 
very dainty little fortnightly, 
The Chap-Book, is trying to 
attract attention by the 
methods adopted by The 
Yellow Book—a system of 
mutual admiration carried 
to wasteful and ridiculous 
excess. Its extravagant 
statements, made with 4 
certain air of conviction, 
have the effect of irritating 
the reader, who, if he be a 
writer, is apt to answer 
back. Mr. Bliss Carman, 
whom I had learned to re- 
gard as a gentle-natured 
poet during his connection 
with The Independent, has 
become, under the unre- 
strained influence of Zhe 
Chap-Book, a frenzied eulo- 
gist of writers who are good 
enough, but would have to 
be as great as Shakespeare _; 
to live up to his eulogy of 
them. Afterascornful fling 
at ‘‘ The Heavenly Twins,” 
‘*Marcella”’ and ‘‘ Ships 
that Pass in the Night,” 
Mr. Carman, writing of 
Gilbert Parker, says:—‘‘ As 
a piece of literature, however—as a piece of art really valua- 
ble,—any one of half a dozen stories in ‘Pierre and His People’ 
will outlast anything ever written by the. authors of these 
three monstrosities of letters.”” Not satisfied with this, he con- 
tinues :—‘‘ ‘God’s Garrison,’ ‘ Three Outlaws,’ ‘The Stone,’ 
‘Antoine and Angélique ’—these short stories, along with a few 
by Mr. Quiller-Couch in ‘ Noughts and Crosses,’ cannot be over- 
matched anywhere short of the English Bible.”” Now I want to 
‘know what Mr. Carman will have left to say when he discusses a 
really great writer. '

IN THIS SAME number of 7he Chap-Book Col. Higginson finds 
fault with Mrs. Louise Chandler Moulton because she writes, as 
recently as September last, of the lark and the nightingale instead 
of some more distinctly American birds. Col. Higginson calls this 
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a step backward into the colonial period when birds and flowers 
were not supposed to exist anywhere outside of literature. He 
thinks that it would be more patriotic and progressive of Mrs. 
Moulton to write of the birds that she hag encountered in her New 
England wanderings, and he quotes the lines that have given him 
particular offense :— 
‘**Shall I lie down to sleep, and see no more 
The splendid affluence of earth and sky, 
The morning lark to the far heavens soar, 
The nightingale with the soft dusk draw nigh?” 
But, says her critic, petulantly, ‘‘she has lain down to sleep all 
her life in America, and 
never looked forward to see- 
ing the morning lark .on 
awakening. She never saw 
or sought the nightingale at 
dusk in the green lanes of 
her native Connecticut,” 
Does Col. Higginson mean 
that Mrs. Moulton should 
go no further than the door- 
yard of her own homestead 
for inspiration? Would he 
have her amend her lines 
thus :— 


‘*Shall I lie down to sleep, 
and see no more 
The splendid affluence of 
earth and sky— 
The morning crow tothe far 
heavens soar, .. , 
The turkey-cock with the 
soft dusk draw nigh?” 


Is that what he would: call 
progressive and patriotic 
poctry ? Col, Higginson 
must remember that, Mrs. 
Moulton is a cosmopolitan, 
that she spends as much 
time in Europe as in Amer- 
ica, that for the past twenty 
years she has probably seen 
more ‘arks and nightingales

London Letter 


MR. HALL CAINE, speaking at the opening of the session of 
the Philosophical Institution at Edinburgh, on Wednesday, gave an 
address so full of pregnant suggestion and value that! think a few 
extracts from a proof, which Mr. Caine has very kindly sent me, 
‘cannot fail to be of interest toreaders of Zhe Critic. The subject 
was*‘‘ Moral Responsibility in the Novel and the Drama,” an im- 
portant, indeed, a burning, question of the hour, and one on which 
Mr. Caine is, it is needless to say, abundantly qualified to speak. 
Dealing with the morality of art, he said :— 


‘¢ There are some writers who regard the ethics of a book as the 
great thing, but there are other writers who so regard the esthet- 
ics. They say the duty of a storyteller is to tell stories, not to 
preachsermons,. * The general practice of nearly all the 

reat masters is against Flaubert. It is, perhaps, natural that 

ichardson should keep his intention to the front. He was born 
to be a censor of morals, His early boyish fables, concocted for 
the amusement of his school-fellows, always carried a moral les- 
son, With less invention Richardson would probably have been a 
clergyman; with more he might have been a bishop; he was 
bound to be a preacher. It is startling that Fielding Taid claim 
to moral intention. He says pointedly, ina preface, that by dis- 
playing the beauty of virtue he has attempted to convince men 
that their true interest directed them to a pursuit ofher. De 
Foe, too, was much given to good, sound and simple moralizings of 
the Benjamin Franklin kind, and Dickens’s morality was, as Mr. 
Leslie Stephen says, as sharply cut as that of Aesop's fables. 
Charlotte Bronté tells us plainly that her aim wasto show us 
Adam’s son earning Adam’s wages, and George Eliot held her 
gifts so earnestly as a minister that she was never tired of enforc- 
ing her lesson. ‘Great facts,’ she says, ‘have struggled to find a 
voice through me, and have only been able to speak brokenly.’ 
As for the a the moral conscience seems to be all over it, In 
France the younger Dumas has been all his life tilting at what 
he considers abuses—the marriage laws, the laws of legitimation, 
and even the demi-monde. Against this array of genius on the 
side of conscious moral intention, we can mention twonames only, 


but, perhaps, they are the greatest names in literature—Shakes- 


peare and Scott. M. Taine calls them ‘the great impartial 
artists,’ meaning that they are the two great speakers who were 
unconscious of an aimin speaking. ‘Beyond drawing audiences 
to the Globe Theatre,’ says Carlyle, ‘Shakespeare contemplated 
no results in those ey of his. * * Beyond earning fifteen 
thousand a yearto buy farms with, Scott contemplated no result 
from his novels.* * * ‘No literary man of any generation,’ he 
continues, ‘had less value than Scott for the immaterial part of 
his mission,’ for that part of it which could not be looked at, 
handled and buttoned up in his breeches’ pockets. And seeing 
this, that our highest literary men of the sixteenth century, as 
well as the highest literary men of the nineteenth century, who 
both immeasurably beyond all others commanded the world’s 
ear, had either nothing to say, or preferred to be unencumbered 
by an ulterior aim, the greater partof writers and readers have 
concluded that in a novel or a drama it is best to say nothing. 
Carlyle does not take this view. That Scott has nothing to say is 
a reproach in Carlyle’s eyes, ‘not profitable for doctrine, for re- 

roof, for building up,’’ The John Knoxin Carlyle sees only the 
Rob Roy in Scott, and Scott descends, as a consequence, from the 
rank of agreat man. But the ordinary work-a-day world does 
not carry the moral sentiment so. high. ‘Literature,’ says Mr. 
Birrell, ‘exists to please, to lighten the burthen of men’s lives, to 
make them forget for a short while their sorrows andtheir sins, 
their silenced hearths, their disappointed hopes.’ In short, liter- 
ature is a short of intellectual soporific.’” 

In conclusion, Mr. Caine thus sums up :— 


‘* Sometimes we laugh at the love of the public for a happy 
ending. Let us laugh at it no more, The unspoken craving of the 
human heart is not for the clap-trap of marriage bells, but for com- 
pensation. It will suffer itself to see the hero die, if only he diesin 
a good cause, if only his death is the crown of his life, if only it 

can feel that, though everything passes away from him—youth 
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fortune, love—one thing remains—recompense. Mr. ‘Hardy, 
Mr, Jones, Mr. Pinero, may say, ‘I don’t see it happen.’ A iady 
said to Turner, ‘I don't see these colors in the sunset.’ ‘I dare 
say not, madam,’ said Turner, ‘ but don’t you wish you could?’ 
Surely this is the very essence of art as distinguished from life. 
Life is made up of a multitude of fragments, a sea of many cur- 
rents, often coming into collision, and throwing up breakers. We 
look around and we see wrong-doing victorious, and right-doing 
in the dust; the evil man growing rich and dying in his bed, the 
good man becoming poor and dying in the streets ;. and our hearts 
sink, and we say, ‘ What is God doing, after all, in this worid of 
His children?’ But our days are few, our view is limited, we 
cannot watch the event long enough to see the end which Provi- 
dence sees. Well, am I irreverent; the place of the great novelist, 
the great dramatist—Tolstoi, Hugo, Scott, Shakespeare—is that 
of a temporal Providence—to answer the craving of the human 
soul for compensation, to shew us that success may be the worst 
failure, and failure the best success; that poverty may be better 
than riches, that 
‘ Here and there my lord is lower than his oxen and his swine, 
Here and there a cotter’s babe is royal-born by right divine.’ * 


When he does this, when he gathers together the scattered parts 
of life and shews ‘the axis on which the frame of things turns,’ 
then he speaks to the world’s want. When he does not, he might as 
well leave poor human nature to turn its eyes on life itself. It is 
what art is for at its highest, and I count him the greatest genius 
who touches the magnetic and divine chord in humanity which is 
always waiting to vibrate to the sublime hope of recompense; I 
count him the greatest man who teaches men that the world is 
ruled in righteousness.”

The death of Mr. Philip Gilbert Hamerton removes from lit- 

erature a figure more conspicuous, perhaps, a few years ago 
than at the present moment, but still remembered for distinction. 
Mr. Hamerton was just sixty years of age, and had latterly lived 
chiefly in Paris, Those who were not familiar with his work 
upon The Saturday Review will still recall his ‘‘Contemporary 
French Painters’’ and ‘‘ Modern Frenchmen”; some, too, will 
not forget the attacks vented upon him by the ingenious and 
militant Mr. Whistler. Mr. Hamerton played many parts in his 
time, Born in Lancashire, he was educated for Oxford, but 
took to art. At seventeen he had published a work on herald- 
ry, at twenty-one a collection of poems. He was himself a 
painter, and as journalist he originated and matured Zhe Port- 
folio. His death was sudden, and he is mourned by many 
London friends. a 
- 1 hear a great deal about Zhe Realm, the new society and 
literary weekly, which is to make its first appearance next Fri- 
day. The change of management in The Saturday Review will 
not improbably prove a god-send to Mr, Earl Hodgson, since 
several of the best-reputed contributors to the older journal are 
likely to transfer their allegience to its new rival. Indeed, the first 
number of Zhe Realm is to containa short story by Mr. H, T. 
Traill, whose political verses have long-been one of the most 
popular features of the Saturday. The new paper makes a 
bold bid for the suffrage of society, but will, at the same time, 
give ample room to literature. I saw a dummy copy the other 
day, and it had an attractive appearance; there are, moreover, 
to be thirty-two pages for threepence. The stickler for quantity 
can scarcely complain; as to quality we shall know more next 
week, 

The rage for the work of Mr, Anthony Hope continues unabated : 
among the signs of the times is his appearance as the author of Mr. 
Arrowsmith’s Christmas Annual. With two new books, ‘‘ The 
God in the Car” and ‘‘ The Indiscretion of the Duchess,’’ and a 
short story in almost every paper and magazine, he is, of course, 
incurring the old accusation of over-writing. As a matter of fact, 
it is more than probable that Mr, ‘‘ Hope” has had the majority 
of these manuscripts in his pigeonholes for many months, and is 
now taking what is tut fair advantage of a well-deserved ‘‘ boom.”’ 

Mr. Gladstone’s translation of Horace is beyond question the 
book of the week, and partisanship storms in its praise and con- 
demnation. To any calm judgment it must surely be apparent 
that the work is not without the distinction which attends on all Mr. 
Gladstone’s utterances, but that, as a translation of its original, it 1s 
but a poor affair. The crude paraphrase of some of the passages 
is lamentable, and where the flight is highest, it is oftenest not the 
flight of Horace. And yet, at Mr, Gladstone's age it is a wonder- 
ful performance. He is, in truth, the Tithonus of his generation.

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Boston Letter 


THE SAME YEAR—the famous year 1809—saw the birth of 
Oliver Wendell Holmes and of Robert C. Winthrop. The same 
year now sees their death. Both were from early manhood re- 
garded by all as first among Bostonians. _A scholar of dignified 
personality, eloquent, and’of sturdy independence, Mr. Winthrop 
enjoyed through life the affection and, later, the veneration of his 
fellow-citizens. He was eighty-five years old last May, and at that 
time was holding his strength extremely well. But a few weeks 
ago it was noticed that he began to fail, and on Friday night un- 
consciousness foretold the end. Yet almost to the last his mental 
power remained undimmed. He was but twenty-four years of age 
when he was elected to the Massachusetts Legislature, and less 
than thirty when he was chosen as Speaker of the House, At the 
age of thirty-one he was sent to Congress; and ten years later was 
appointed United States Senator, to fill the vacancy caused by Mr. 
Webster's resignation to become Secretary of State. While Mr, 
Winthrop was still in the National House, and serving as its 
Speaker, John Quincy Adams was stricken in his seat and shortly 
afterwards died in Mr. Winthrop’s arms in the Speaker’s room, 

In the world of letters, also, Mr. Winthrop was active. His ad- 
dresses and orations are of great interest, while his poems and his 
Life and Letters of John Winthrop, his ancestor, the first Governor 
of Massachusetts, have added to his fame. The Universities of 
Cambridge and Harvard, and Bowdoin College, honored him with 
the degree of LL.D. It was at Harvard that he graduated in 
1828, one of the three highest in scholarship rank. He was the 
senior member of the Massachusetts Historical Society, having been 
connected with it for more than fifty-five years, and having served 
as its President for thirty years.’ He was, also, permanent Chair- 
man of the Board of Trustees of the Peabody Educational Fund, 
having been so appointed by the request of its founder, Mr. Pea- 
body. An early advocate of the Public Library in Boston, Mr, 
Winthrop signified his interest in it by giving the first donation of 
books it received. He came prominently before the nation in 1848, 
when he delivered the oration at the laying of the cornerstone 
of the Washington Monument in. Washington; in 1885 he was 
chosen to make the address at the dedication of the monument, but 
illness prevented him from being present, and his paper was read 
by ex-Gov. John D. Long. Mr, Winthrop was the orator, also, 
at the Centennial celebration in Boston in 1876, at the unveiling of 
the Webster statue if Central Park, New York, and at the centen- 
nial of the surrender of Cornwallis, celebrated at Yorktown, Va., 
in 1881. These were not the only honors of the kind that fell to 
his lot, but I mention them as being of especial interest. 

At this time, when people are talking of the recently published 
Booth book, Zhe Critic's readers will be interested in two hitherto 
unpublished letters from Edwin Booth that have come in my way. 
One reads :— . 

‘* Dear Mrs, I have been so overrun with business that 
Icould not acknowledge the receipt of your last letter in reference 
to my ‘ Saturday Nights.’ I do so now, in order that you may know 
in time, to beg of you not to feel annoyed with me for declining 
each and every invitatidn (except an occasional little quiet chat 
with you and Dr,) during my stay in Boston. I intend to keep 
myself housed and shut out from all excitement, for I have a year's 
hard work:before me, and visiting and meeting people is a greater 
labor to me than acting is. I shall not goto a hotel, in order to 
be quiet; and I shall probably leave Boston every Saturday and 
return on Monday morning, either to go to Newport, where I 





have a nook to hide in, or to New York, to see my baby and 
mother. But I shall always be glad of an opportunity to chat 
with Dr, and yourself, and hope to do so very often, But please 


don't invite me to pass an evening, or to meet friends. You see 
how plain and plump Iam. I know you can oreneien my posi- 
tion; my life is an agony of excitement, and I'll die soon if I can’t 
be allowed to do just as [ like. I've only time now to sign my 
name, to tell you how beautiful and good Edwina is, and how 
wonderfully like Mary (her mother) she is becoming every day. 
Love to Dr., and believe me Truly yours, 
‘August 26th, 1866. Epwsn Booru.” 


The other letter was written twenty years later, and runs 

thus :— 
“ New York, 16 Grameacy Park, 
; : ‘* Aug. 2gth, ’89, 

‘* DEAR I am afraid that I shall forfeit your good 
opinion, and that Mr. H. will think me boovial for sare tan eae 

e interview he requests; but, really, I am so beset by app ts 
for engagements that I am obliged to be uncivil, and refer all 
comers to Mr, Barrett, who is manager of both our assisting com- 
panies. I am sure that the ranks are filled and all our casts 
complete, as the rehearsals are called for next week. Pray for- 
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ive me for my lack of courtesy in this matter; if I could serve 
e gentleman I would sacrifice my selfishness and try to be 
polite; but since I can render no aid in the furtherance of his 
wishes, I must risk your yn OEE and his reproach by my re- 
fusal. Thanks for the Ode, which I have not yet had opportunity 
to read; I will take it with me to Narragansett Pier Saturday. 
Please send me (or tell me where I can get) a cabinet photograph 
of yourself. I want it for the Players’ Album, a superb book, in 
which are to be preserved a collection of portraits of all our mem- 
bers. The club is thriving splendidly, and applications for mem- 
bership are very numerous, Whenever you come to New York 
be sure to make this house your headquarters—once here you'll 
wish to remain for ages, ’tis so quiet, cosy, and reposeful; a few 
good books, many good pictures of famous actors of days by- 
one, and all the comforts of a first-class hotel on a small scale. 
will deliver your kind message when I reach Roseland Cottage.

The Drama. 
‘* The New Woman ”’ 

Mr. SYDNEY GRUNDY’S latest comedy, ‘‘ The New Woman,” 
which was produced in Palmer’s Theatre on November 12, 
will strengthen his claim to be considered one of the most bril- 
liant of contemporary writers of theatrical dialogue, although it 
will not add much to his reputation as a practical dramatist. On 
the subject of the New Woman, indeed, he has very little to tell 
us, probably because there is no such creature in existence; but he 
does deliver some very keen thrusts at masculine women of every 
set and degree, and champions simple and old-fashioned woman- 
hood most effectively, by exhibiting its virtues and power in afflic- 
tion. He has chosen for a hero a brilliant young Oxford scholar, 
who, being a prig as well as a theorist, has become the idol of a 
little band of mannish young women, who meet in his rooms to 
discuss the relations of the sexes, the rights of wives and daugh- 
ters to have as much liberty as fathers and sons, and other so- 
cial questions of similar kind. At first he is enchanted with their 
audacity, but presently meets a simple, merry, honest little coun- 
try girl, handmaiden to his proud old aunt, and straightway falls 
in love, and—to the horror and amazement of his friends— 
marries her. For a few weeks he lives in paradise, but then, his 
passion being sated, his intellect begins to assert itself, and he 
discovers that his wife is no mate for him, and that he has 
doomed himself to a life of domestic misery, He imparts the dis- 
covery to a married woman who is undisguisedly in love with 
him, and who is collaborating with him upon a book upon the errors 
of matrimony. In cruel.and bitter terms he deplores his fate, 
while unconscious of the fact that: his wife, who has no thought 
but for his happiness, is standing almost at his elbow. When the 
unhappy bride rallies from the first cruel shock, she insists upon 
returning to her home, and the breach between herself and her 
husband is seemingly irreparable. Logically and naturally, of 
course, it should remain so, but Mr. Grundy, like so many other 
playwrights, evidently feared to allow the course of events to run 
to its legitimate conclusion, and so provided the conventional 
happy ending, which he brings about by main force in the old, 
conventional way. : 

The first two acts of the play, up to the scene in the faithless 
husband’s study, are exceedingly good. They are not only bril- 
liantly written, but neatly and compactly put together. Objection 
might be taken, to be sure, to the extremely frank language which 
he puts into the mouths of his self-emancipated womankind; but 
this indiscretion, which is devoid of evil intent, may be pardoned 
in view of the merciless ridicule which it brings to bear upon the 
whole unfeminine tribe. With the third act the dramatic struc- 
ture falls to pieces. The quality of the dialogue is well maintained, 
and many of the individual scenes in the complications arising be- 
tween the quartet of ill-assorted wives and husbands are effective 
in themselves; but the idea that a succession of such incidents could 
occur amid such conditions—at a crowdett reception in a fashiona- 
ble house—is too preposterous for argument. The happy ending, 
too, is a most serious mistake, and the protestations of the erring 
husband, that his love for his betrayed wife is higher and purer than 
ever before, sound very much like burlesque in the ears of the stu- 
dent of human nature. But Mr. Grundy, nevertheless, has pro- 
duced a brilliant composition in favor of true womanhood, and 
two or three vital characters, which are admirably acted at Palmer's. 
Mrs. Bowers, as an old-fashioned aristocrat, displays fine dignity 
and womanly feeling, together with most caustic wit, Mr. Holland 
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is exceedingly clever as a gay old bachelor colonel, and Miss Annie 
Russell, who returns to the stage after a prolonged absence, en- 
acts the young wife in a most sympathetic way. Miss Virginia 
Harned, also, plays an emotional but ungrateful part with skill and 
discretion. Mr. Lackaye, as the husband, is not seen at his best. 





‘* A Woman's Silence” 

THE NEW three-act play by Sardou, just produced at the Lyceum 
Theatre, shows extraordinary skill in making a story of an ordinary 
and extravagant sort appear fairly fresh and plausible. In the art of 
neat and compact construction the French playwright is unrivalled, 
and this Lyceum piece, although distinctly inferior in dramatic quality 
to several of his later compositions, is by no means a bad specimen 
of his craftsmanship. The first act shows how narrative, when prop- 
erly handled, may be made to supply the place of action. Very 
nearly the whole of it is devoted to the casual chatter of a number 
of guests at a hotel on Lake Como, which, in the most natural 
way, introduces and describes all the principal characters, explains 
the supposed situation, excites the liveliest interest in the heroine 
(as yet unseen), and clears the way generally for the events of the 
succeeding acts in which the action is swift enough and vigorous 
enough to satisfy anybody. : 

The Comte de Vigny, at tuis juncture, has succeeded in over- 
taking the object of his affections, the mysterious Miss March, 
who hitherto has eluded him by precipitate flight from city to city. 
He finds that her name is connected with a scandalous shooting 
case, and the interest turns upon his efforts to induce her to tell 
the truth and clear her good name, and upon the accumulation of 
evidence against her. The charge as formulated is that her 
brother had surprised a paramour in her room and shot him, but 
not fatally. She admits its truth, but vehemently asserts her own 
innocence, while refusing to explain, and she has almost succeeded 
in convincing her lover against the evidence of his own senses, 
when proof is offered that she has confessed her guilt in open court. 
This fatal testimony is offered by Sir Arthur Greyson, the very 
man charged with having been her seducer, and who now, by 
way of reparation, offers his hand and name, both of which she 
rejects with contumely. Her lover, after this revélation, loses all 
faith in her, and she resolves to kill herself. With this intention 
she puts poison into some tea, which Greyson accidentally drinks, 
and the luckless woman thereupon finds herself exposed to a charge 
of attempted assassination. This culmination of her woes is 
distinctly anti-climatic, and the purely conventional means by which 
a happy ending is brought about at the last moment leaves an 
impression of weakness which may affect the success of the piece. 

The explanation of the woman’s conduct is that her brother 
really attempted murder and robbery and invented the charge 
against her to save himself, and that she falsely confessed her 
guilt for the sake of her dead mother. Thereafter she was not 
only compelled to bear the burden of guilt, but to submit to the 
blackmailing extortion of her alleged paramour, a scoundrel who 
had to be paid for his silence. The obvious improbability of this 
has not prevented M. Sardou’s contriving some extremely clever 
and profoundly emotional situations, Mr. Kelcey is scarcely 
equal to the part of the lover, but Miss Cayvan is dignified, forci- 
ble, and tender. The merits of the piece are almost purely tech- 
nical, but should suffice to win. for it a fair share of public favor. 





The Teachers’ College 


THE NEW BUILDINGS of the Teachers’ College, on Morningside 
Heights, were publicly opened in the afternoon of Nov. 15. Presi- 
dent Walter L. Hervey welcomed the guests and Bishop Potter 
offered prayer. President Low of Columbia presided, and among 
the other a? were Presidents Eliot of Harvard and Gilman of 
Johns Hopkins. The latter said, among other things :— 

‘In this teachers’ college, intellivent oversight, voluntarily as- 
sumed, intelligently exercised, persistently attentive, and liberally 
sustained, has already trained a great number of persons as 
teachers, and has enabled many others to perfect themselves in 
their work—all of whom go forth (if they bear the official certifi- 
cates) trained in hand-craft. As a consequence we see the influ- 
ence of the school felt in the most distant parts of the country; an 
orphan asylum in a Southern State needs a teacher skilled in the 
manual arts, and finds her here; a great educational institution is 
founded with an endowment of a million dollars, and the guid- 
ance of its work in hand-craft devolves upon a graduate of this 
training college; a hospital with a training-school for nurses needs 


some one to give instruction in the art of cooking, and looks here 
for the instructor; an Australian visits the schools of Europe <n1 
_ America, in order to discover what is best for his own land, ani 














singles out in his report the work of this college as exemplary. 
Beneath these phenomena there lies, as we have seen, a sound 


philosophy.” 





The Fine Arts 


Art Notes 

A MINIATURE portrait of Mary, Queen of Scots, believed to be 
from life, has been on exhibition in Tiffany's show window, in 
Union Square. It has never been publicly exhibited before; but, as 
it belongs to Monsignor Seton of Orange, N. J., in whose family 
(the Setons of Parbroath, Scotland) it has been held as an heirloom 
from the days of David Seton, Comptroller of the Scottish Revenue 
from 1589 to 1595, there can be little doubt of its authenticity. It 
appears to be painted on ivory, and is set in an antique wooden 
frame. The Queen’s face is pale but handsome, her dress of some 
dark stuff trimmed with white, with a white ruff about the neck, 
and a small black cap set upon the auburn hair; the background is 
of blue sky. The artist’s name is unknown. A copy of miniature, 
case and frame, intended for presentation to the owner’s cousin, 
has just been made by Tiffany & Co. 


—We hear that ‘‘Songs on Stone,’’ Mr. Whistler's series of 
lithographic drawings in color, to be published in parts containing 
four plates each, will probably not be issued until next year. 

—A handsome stained-glass lancet window, intended for St. 
Paul's Church, Troy, N. Y., has been on exhibition for a few days 
at the warerooms of the Tiffany Glass and Decorating Co., 333 
Fourth Ave, The subject is the vision of St. John on Patmos. 
The figure of the Evangelist occupies the lower third of the win- 
dow. Above him in the clouds are four standing angels, and over 
them rises a Gothic canopy typifying the New Jerusalem. The 
window is the gift of Mr. A. E. W. Painter. 

—A life-sized statue of Thorwaldsen has been erected at the 
entrance-to Central Park at Sixth Avenue and Fifty-ninth Street. 
It is a copy in bronze of his marble statue of himself. The sculp- 
tor is dressed in his working-blouse, and holds his mallet in one 
hand, his chisel in the other, which rests on the head of an unfin- 
ished figure. Though the original work was not intended for re- 
production in bronze, it looks extremely well. The pedestal is to 
be ornamented with copies of the sculptor’s medallions of Night 
and Morning, well known through engravings and photographs. 
The work is the gift to the city of the Danish societies of New 
York and Brooklyn. 

—NMiss Kate Greenaway, who has never yet drawn for the 
magazines, is about to become a reguldf contributor to The Ladies 
Home Journal, wherein her charming lads and lasses will alter- 
nate with a new series of Palmer Cox’s Brownies. 


—The exhibition at the ze building, Thirty-first Street, near 
Broadway, of the original drawings made for that paper, is the 
most successful show of work in black-and-white that has been seen 
in New York. Not that it is all black-and-white, for there are 
several drawings in tints, and some very good oil-paintings by Mr. 
Van Schaik, destined for reproduction in future numbers, This 
capable artist is not at all so well known to the general public as 
he should be. There are, also, the elaborate society pictures in 
gouache of Mr. Wessel, the often tragical comedy of Mr. Gibson 

. in pen-and-ink, the comic Puritans of ‘* Chip,” proceeding solemnly 
to church, stuck fulJ of arrows, and a host of other clever things. 
Martiny’s charming statue of Life occupies a temporary pedestal 
at the end of the exhibition rooms, 


_7—The exhibition of Portraits of Women atthe Academy of De- 
sign has succeeded so well that it will be kept open till Dec. 1. 


—The September Portfolio is devoted toa monograph on Thomas 
Gainsborough, by Mr. Walter Armstrong, Director of the Na- 
tional Gallery of Ireland, who has evidently taken great pains to 
acquaint himself with all that can be learned of the painter's un- 
eventful life. He seems to have been what would now be called a 
Bohemian, but not one of the vicious or totally improvident sort, 
But he cared more for tavern companions than for the better com- 
pany which was quite ready to receive him. Mr. Armstrong’s 
notes on Gainsborough’s ‘paintings are critical in the best sense. 
They are appreciative without being gushing, and candid without 
any affectation of severity. He shows how much Gainsborough 
was influenced by Vandyke, whose paintings he first saw at Bath. 
He claims for him the title of a true impressionist, incapable and 
undesirous of thought in connection with painting. Nor was he 
I 8 a véry good draughtsman. In short, he was, as near as might be, 

a painter pure and simple. The illustrations include four photo- 
gravures, one of which is the celebrated ‘‘Blue Boy.” 
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THE REv. Dr, CHARLES H. PARKHURST is preparing for 
publication a brief and simple record of events covering the cam- 
paign of the past three years, Its object will be to exhibit in its 
historic and logical connections the progress of the cause of 
municipal reform in New York from February, 1892, till November 
6, 1894—the date of Tammany’s overthrow at the polls. 

—Mr. Zangwill’s monthly chats on ‘‘ Men, Women and Books" 
will be continued as a feature of Zhe Critic's next volume. 

—By a regrettable oversight, we failed to mention Messrs. R. 
H. Russell & Son, last week, as the publishers of ‘* Drawings by 
C, D. Gibson,” 

—The Cranford Series is the name given by Macmillan & Co. 
to the beautiful series of illustrated classics of fiction inaugurated 
by the late Randolph Caldecott with Irving's ‘‘Old Christmas," 
and continued by Hugh Thomson, whose first great success was. 
made with Mrs. Gaskell’s immortal ‘‘ Cranford.” ‘‘ Gulliver's 
Travels,” with illustrations by Charles E, Brock and an introduction 
by Henry Craik, will soon be published. Mr. Craik is a member 
of the firm of Macmillan & Co., and the widower of the poet and 
novelist, Dinah Maria Craik. 

—Anton Rubinstein, the famous Russian pianist, died of heart- 
disease, at Peterhof, near St, Petersburg, on Tuesday last, in the 
sixty-gixth year of his age. The portrait—an excellent likeness— 
which we print on another page is from the New York World, 

—The first volume of ‘‘ The Edinburgh Edition’’ of Mr. 
Stevenson’s works, of which the Scribners are the American agents, 
will be ready for publication about the 15th of next month, This 
edition is not a mere reprint, as very little of the material has been 
left untouched, and much new matter has been added. Mr. 
Stevenson has written a new section of ‘‘ Underwoods” and an 
introduction to ‘*‘ The Master of Bailantrae,”’ which are both to be 
included in the edition. The National Observer suggests that the 
edition will probably be enhanced by the reproduction of ‘* The 
Graver and the Pen” and other rare booklets which Mr. Steven-. 
son and his stepson, Mr. Lloyd Osbourne, executed wholly them- 
selves, setting the type, engraving the woodcuts and doing all the 
other work, Of the quaint sketches in these literary curiosities re- 
markably good facsimiles have been obtained, and if they are 
used, the type will be presented, letter for letter, as in the orig- 
inal. The edition is edited by Mr. Sidney Colvin of the British 
Museum, but for the numerous excisions, alterations and additions. 
the author is alone responsible. 


—lIs not this paragraph from Zhe Atheneum somewhat am- 
biguous? ‘‘Mrs, Amelia E, Barr, author of ‘Friend Olivia,’ 
‘Jan Vedder’s Wife’ and other novels, has written for The Cen- 
tury Magazine a story dealing with religious sentiment, entitled 
‘From the Lowest Hell.’ The scene is laid in the neighborhood 
of Skye, and 7he Century is sending an artist thither to make il- 
lustrations, for which, it is said, the dramatic situations of the tale 
give opportunity.” Why should an artist be sent Skye-ward to.

—The author's presence here has stimyJated the demand for the: 
‘‘Memories of Dean Hole” and created a lively interest in his just 
published volume of ‘‘More Memories,” containing the substance of 
his lectures in America, 

—*'Meditations in Motley—a Bundle of Papers Imbued with. 
the Sobriety of Midnight,”’ being a selection from the recent con- 
tributions of Mr, Walter Blackburn -Harte to the periodical press, 
has just been published by the Arena Publishing Co. 

—Lieut.-Col. William H. Powell is preparing a ‘‘ History of 
the Fifth Army Corps,” to be issued by the Putnams as a com- 
panion to their history of the Nineteenth Corps. It will appear 
(as soon as the number of subscriptions warrants publication) in a 
single volume, fully equipped with maps, plans and portraits. 

—We were wrong, it seems, in saying that Charles Scribner's 
Sons possess the only portrait of the late Mr. Hamerton in this 
country.
